FIFTY THOUSAND PEOPLE PRESENT. 
YouncstTown, O., Sept. 20.—| Special. |The 
two great points to be covered in Ohio by the 
_ Republicans are the cities and the Western Re- 
gerve. In the large cities the question is one 
of weaning back votes that have been stolen 
_gway on local issues and of preventing fraudu- 
jept voting and ballot-box stuffing. On the Re- 
serve it is a question of polling in its outirety 
the vast Kepublican vote located there. With 
mme German vote, then, partially friendly, and 
the Reserve vote ail out, the Republicans are 
assured of victory. For two or three years 
Northwestern Ohio Republicans have been 
jukewarm. Giddings, and Wade, and Garfield 
were ideal idols, and new leaders to fill their 
were not teadily found. Last fall, even 
with a great moral question like prohibition 
pending, 600 Republican voters remained at 
dome in one Reserve county alone. There dre 
more than enough stay-at-home votes on the 
Reserve to have wiped out Judge Hoadly’s 
12,000 majority. To arouse them from their 
letharcy was the purpose in arranging for a 
series of great meetings with Gen. Logan 
as the principal speaker, the first of 
which was held here today. The demonstation 
was such asthe great Mahoning Valley has 
never before witnessed. Youngstown was & 
happy selection for the meeting, which is the 
real opening of the Presidential canvass in 
Ohio. because ite mterests are strongly identi- 
fied with the protvetive tariff. It is located in 
a valley whose bile are pierced with number- 
less coal mines, on whose slopes the sheep 
fiocks are thick, and along whose course the 
fires of half a hundred furnaces light the mid- 
night sky. The city itself is the centre of a 
vast iron manufacturing trade. The country has 
Abo extensive agricultural productions. The 
gathering here today to greet “ Black Jack,” 
and the enthusiasm displayed on every hand, 
give evidence that the Western Reserve will re- 
spond at the polls this fall with an old-time Re- 
publican vote. Fully 50,000 people were pres- 
ent. Delegations poured into the city from 
every town and village within a radius of fifty 
miles. They came in old-fashioned farm 
wagons, processions, by rail, and on horseback. 
There were also delegations from Akron, Can- 
ton, Warren, Alliance, Cleveland, Niles, New- 
castle, Sharon, and Pittsburg. The Warren club 
brought a gun- squad and cannon, which thund- 
ered a salute early in the day. Tne Americus 
Ciub of Pittsburg made the finest marching 
display of the day, with white hats, bamboo 
canes, nickie-plated lanterns, and black-cloth 
suits. The city was magnificently decorated, 
and the hospitality of its citizens was un- 


bounded. 
A MONSTER PROCESSION. 


A monster procession formed at 12 o'clock 
and marched to the fair- grounds. Fully 10,000 
men were in line, and 1,500 wagons. The char- 
acter of the demonstration was made apparent 
by the presence of marching clubs trom all the 
numerous iron mills and turnaces in the valley, 
bearing banners with significant inscriptsons, a 
few of which read: ‘Protect Labor and Per- 
petuate the Republic’’; Don't Pitch Your 
Tent Among the Dead; Every Record We 
Have Made We Have Vindicated with Our 
Bioodand Our Truth: We Love Him for 
His Enemies—Bragg’’; We Are His Enemies 
—Workingmen”: “If Cleveland Is Elected, 
Foreed Sales; Protection, We Live; Free 
Trade, We Die”; Churchill Miners, Rough, 
Ready, and Plain; All for Protection and 
Blaine; We Want No Horizontal Reduc- 
uon; “ Democratic Victory Means More Idle 
Workingmen*; Protection Elevates Our 
Chiidren’’; American Tools for American 
Mechanics; Workingmen Can't Afford to 
Support Democracy.“ 

The manufacturers and tradesmen of the city 
participated in the process ion with a long line 
of wagons and floats. One of them was an 
fron bridge labeled ** Strong for Protection.“ 
On three others workmen constructed during 
the march a bandsome carriage, which was put 
together and drawn back from the fair-grounds, 

where the speaking took place. A fourth 

‘wagon from the same factory containcd 
an idle blacksmith's furnace with rusty 
tools lying about and a general- 
ly desolated appearance, above which 
was the legend: *“* Democratic Free-Trade Pros- 
pects. From the Fosterville coal-shaft came 
a small coal-car drawn by a mine mule labeled 
“Tarif Buggy.“ On the route of the proces- 
sion over the door of a mechanic’s shop was a 
noticeable inscription: To the only Senator 
who voted for every increase and against 
every reduction of the tariff of 1883--wel- 
come. The Record is said to bear out this 
point in Gen. Logan's history, though he him- 
self was not aware of it. The incident is 
significant of the intelligent character of 
American workingmen. The vast procession 
was an houranda haif in passing a given 
point, and gave positive evidence that both em- 
ployés and employers in this manutacturing 
centre believe in the necessity of fostering a 
protective tariff. 

AT THE. FAIR-GROUNDS. 

At the fair-grounds fully 10,000 people as- 
Sembied around the speakers’ stand. Thou- 
Sands were unable to come within reach of 
Gen. Logan's voice, and the clubs and bands 
marched off through the city, parading the va- 
rious streets and serenading promintnt ceiti- 
zens.

THE RESERVE ABLAZE. 
FURTHER DETAILS OF THE MAGNIFICENT DEM- 
ONSTRATION AT YOUNGSTOWN. 

Younestown, 0., Sept. 20.— [Special.]! — 
Never in the history of this city or the Western 
Reserve have such preparations been made for 
political demonstrations as those made for the 
reception of Gen: Logan here today. No ex- 
pense has been spared. From one end of the 
city tothe other bunting, flags, mottoes, pict- 
ures of Blaine and Logan festooned and inter- 
mingled, give the city a gay and gorgeous ap- 
pearance. The heart of the city is one mass of 
decorations. Elegant suburban residences, the 
humble miners’ and mill-workers’ cottages 
have all flung banners to the breeze, and ac- 
corded the Black Eagle such a welcome as only 
a high protective-tariff community can. Angry 
clouds threatened rain early in the morning, 
but at 10 o’elock the sun shone brightly. In- 
coming trains on all the roads began to unload 
excursionists and clubs at 7 o'clock. This was 
kept up bourly till noon, at which time 50.000 
people were in the city. Promptly at noon 
Gen. Logan, in a carriage with his host, C. H. 
Andrews, appeared on the streets to head the 
procession. Logan looked rested and much 
fresher than last night. With hat in band, 
standing in the carriage, he bowed and smiled 
to the masses lining the streets. All along the 
line it was one continuous cheer. It 
was all the police could do to keep 
the people out of the carriage. At 
one time the carriage was nearly upset. 
The procession moved to the fair grounds, 
where Gon. Logan was to speak. At the gate 
he stood on an elevated platform reviewing 
the procession as it passed into the grounds. 
Ten thousand men were in line. There were 
twenty-six separate clubs. The industrial dis- 
play of the city and Mahoning Valley was the 
grandest ever known here. It showed clearly 
the importance of this place as a manufactur- 
ing centre, and the necessity of fostering a 
protective policy to sustain the manufactories 
which give employment to thousands of men. 
The sentiment of the decorations and mottoes 
left no doubt of the allegiance of the employés 
and employers to Blaine and Logan 
and protection. Fifty different floats 
represented the industries. Some of them 
were very striking. Two nail machines turned 
out nails stamped Blaine and Logan. Twenty 
mules tandem drew a block of coal weighing 
7,700 pounds, A printing press printed cards 
of Blaine and Logan for distribution in the 
the crowd. The farm-products display was 
very fine. One wagon contained an iron bridge 
in course of construction. Some of the most 
striking mottoes read: Ohio Good for 20,000;” 
Protect Labor and Perpetuate the Republic: 
** Protection Educates Dur Children; * Every 
Record We Have Made We Have Vindicated 
witn Our Biood and Our Truth: Vote for 
Brains, Not Beef; 0, Maria, Maria! I Did 
It to Save the Other Fellows.’—Groverr Cleve- 
land; ** Democratic Record — Slavery 
and Secession—KHesuit, Four Billions Debt: 
Tho Kepublican Aims to Elevate;” 
Logan, the Soldiers’ Leader and Pride;”’ 
American Tools for American Mechanics;"’ 
“Workingmen Cannot Afford to Support 
Democracy ;"’ With Blaine, Logan, Robinson, 
and Taylor— Victory!” 

Nearly all places of business as well as all 
public buliidings closed at noon. The streets 
were so blockaded with crowds it was impossible 
for the horse-cars to pass. The fair-grounds, 
the largest in the State, were jammed full. 

Gen. Logan spoke from an elevated piatform. 
His speech lasted forty minutes. Never was a 
speaker given a better audience. His voice, 
so husky the evening before, was clear, and 
was heard by all. Ine speech was a grand 
tribute to the Republican party, and was in- 
terrupted every few moments by applause. 
Gov. Noyes followed Logan in a twenty-minute 
speech that was well repeived. 

The evening parade was larger than the day. 
Thousands of torches were in line, and there 
were hundreds of illuminated mottocs. Large 
companies from Cieveland and Pittsburg ar- 
rived on the evening train. The oity was 
gaudily illuminated and the pyrotechnic dis- 
play exceeded anything known in the Western 
Reserve. 

Gen. Logan will attend the United Presby- 
terian Church tomorrow. Monday he will be 
accompavied to Akron, where he speaks, by at 
least 600 from this plate. He will use the pri- 
vate car, Youngstowp, belonging to ex-Presi- 
dent C. H. Andrews of the Pittsburg, Cleve- 
land & Toledo Road for his trip Monday. It 
will take till morning fpr the railroads to rid 
the city of the visitors and political clubs. 


HAROLD DE WOLFE 


His Attempted Removal from the Jail 
to an Asylum Surrounded with Legal 
Difficulties. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 
attempt to have Harold DeWolfe removed from 
the common jail to the Longue Pointe Asylum 
promises to be as difficult an undertaking as 
the extradition of John C. Eno and surrounded 
by as many legal difficulties and intricacies. The 
Lieutenaut-Governor's mandate ordering his 
removal was received by the Sheriff yesterday 
afternoon, but inasmuch as the case is entirely 
without precedent, both Mr. Payette, the Jailer, 
and the Sberiff so far bave refused to act in the 
matter. Mr. Payette said: “I am going to re- 
sist the order and will not de- 
liver him over until I am ordered by 
court to do so. At the present moment I have 
the Sheriff's order to hoid him on a capias, and 
at the same time lam served with the Lieu- 
tenant-Governors mandate to send him to 
Longue Poiute. The proceedings ali through 
appear to me to be most irregular according to 
statute.” : 

Mr. Dandurand, De Wolfe's counsel, stated 
that the only question to be decided was that 
whether the order of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor discharged the Sheriff from his responsi- 
bility. For his part he believed it did, and 
thought he would be able to obtain an order 
from court to that effect, De Wolfe, he said, 
had been regularly examined under the statute, 
and Dr. Howard has certified that after a mi- 
nute examination of the patient, extending over 
an hour and a half, he had come to the con- 
clusion that he was suffering from alcoholic 
mania. 

One of the Judges of the Queen’s Bench be- 
ing asked his opinion on the question said he 
thought Mr. Payette had acted very properly in 
view of the two orders served upon bim, and 
that the proper way to have it decided was to 
have De Wolfe brought up under a writ of 
habeas corpus. The case to him presented 
many interesting features, and he believed it 
was the first df the kind which had ever arisen 
before the couris. Counsel for MoGali propose 
contesting the pretensions of Dr. Howard, and 
will probably issue a criminal warrant for 
forgery against De Wolfe. 


MOB VIOLENCE THREATENE 

LExInGTON, Ky., Sept. 20.—[Special. |—Sam 
Clay, a school-teacher of Montgomery County, 
addicted to the morphine habit, last night re- 
fused the request of his little boy to go and 
stay at a neighbor's. Clay's wife and nieve 
pleaded for the lad, whe the father became 
infuriated, and with a kaife stabbed the mece 
twice in the abdomen, twice in the shoulder, 
and once in the back. He then attacked his 
wife, wno succeeded in hiding in a cornfield. 
Clay fled to Owingsvilie, whither a posse left 
today to get him. The proposition was made 
to lynch him tonight. At Owingsville Clay 
sought refuge by surrenfering to the authori- 
ties. He is there in jail. This checks the 
lynchers, who are waiting for the death of the 
young woman, which is expected, and which 
will probably subject Clay to banging without 
the formality of a trial as soon as the mob 
can reach him. ‘

The Congressman Enthusiastically 
Greeted by His Sixth Ward 
Constituents. 


Explaining His Course in Congress 
and Denouncing the Democratic 
Machine’s Methods. 


Why He Supports James G. Blaine for 
President—A Oorrespondent’s View 
. of Lawler. | 


SIXTH WARD RALLY. | 
CONGRESSMAN FINERTY GETS A ROUSING RE- 

CEPTION—HIS SPEECH. | 
The Finerty meeting in the Sixth Ward last 
night, held in Westphal's Hall, on South Hal- 
sted street, was attended by more than could 
get into the room. There were about 800 voters 
inside, and many more on the stairways, some 
of the latter being so far off as to catch only 
parts of what the speakers said. All were en- 
thusiastic, not only for Finerty, but for Blaine 


and Logan. 7 

Louis Hutt was chosen Chairman and Leo P. 
Dwyer Secretary. Mr. Hutt, who is a well- 
known Republican, announced himself as for 
Finerty [cheers], and said when a Congressman 
did his duty as well as he had done he ought 
to be sent back. |Applause.| 

P. T. Barry, the first spenker, said the elec- 
tion of Lawler would be a disgrace to the 
district and the city, and that the man who 
voted for Grover Cleveland was unworthy 
of the name of American citizen. [Applause.] 

Theodore Gestefeldt followed, saying that 
Lawler would be the laughing stock of Con- 
gress, and that the people of the Second 
District should send a Representative of whom 
they would be proud, and thus avert the dis- 
grace of the possible remark The district is 
in the market.“ He referred to Lawier's 
record in the Council, and stated that he was 
looked upon as a purchaseable commodity by 
every corporation lawyer in the city, [Ap 
plause.] Finerty on the other hand had 
earned the respect of the entire country, and 
was an honor to the district. [Applause.| He 
retcrred to Blaine and Logan as true repre- 
sentatives of American manhood, American 
courage, and American independence. [Cheers.] 
Cieveland, on the other hand, had shown him- 
self to be the representative of an aristocracy, 
believing there was a bigh class and a low 
class; and he had also proven himself to be the 
willing tool of monopolies. 

THE CONGRESSMAN’S TALK. 


The Hon. John F. Finerty was then intro 
duced, and was greeted with cheer after cheer. 
He said that he made his last speech in the 
campaign of 1882 in Westpbal’s Hall, and felt 
then an inspiration of victory, and he felt it 
now. [Applause.} He had not represented iu 
Congress a section of the people, but the whole 
; [Applause.} He had been spoken 
of as the twister of the tail of the 
British lion.“ While his heart beat the same 
for all that regarded his native land, he had too 
high an appreciation of the honor conferred on 
him, of his duty as a citizen and as a member 
of Congress, to drag its cause into the House 
of Representatives. But, wherever he might 
be placed, no matter in what presence, when- 
ever that subject or any other having for its 
object the triumph of humanity came up, be 
would be found ready to break a lance for it or 
for the cause of avy sufferiug people through- 
out the earth. |Applause.| In answering the 
charge that he didn't live in the district, Mr. 
Finerty said if he were a house- 
holder in another district and refused 
to leave there fault could justly 
be found with him, but, living at a hotel, and 
obliged to leave every few months to attend to 
public business, be could not afford to keep up 
a house in the district unless assured that he 
was to be their Representative long enough to 
justify it. [Applause.] Then it would not be 
a sacrifice, but a pleasure, to come among the 
people of the district. He had no objection to 
living in their midst. Change of air might be 
healthy for fellows ke Hildreth. [Laughter 
and applause.] His beart was in the district, 
and, naturally, the body followed the heart. 
Being their Representative, he was a bona fide 
resident of the district. In making his cam- 
paign he did not go from saloon to saloon, and 
never intended to. There were too many artists 
in that line in the district. | Applause.) 


THE MACHINE. 


Speaking of the “‘straight-out'’ Democratic 
Convention he said he wanted hothing to do 
with it, and, furthermore, while the boss gam- 
bler was the boss politician of the Democratic 
party in the City of Chicago, be would fight 
the Democratic machine. * There 
was notbing like tne science of political attri- 
tion to get rid ofgsuch men.

[Cries of ** Never.”| Unable to 
manufacture an honest sentiment in the dis- 
trict, bis opponent had gone to the ends of the 
city to bring ina torchlight processioy to ter- 
rorize the people—Pretorian guards of the im- 
perial Frank Lawler. [Laughter and applause. } 
The speaker came alone, trusting in their chiv- 
alry, in their integrity, in their independence, 
and God told him he was not deceived. |Ap- 
plause.] 


ON PUBLIC QUESTIONS, 


On every public question where his vote or 
voice was necessary he bad performed his duty 
in such a way that be might say with all mod- 
esty he had brought no discredit on himselt or 
the district. [Applause.| He could not go on 
grand excursions, like geutlemen who loved the 
people so well as to charge them an extra 65 
cents a thousand for gas. He could not be 
check by jowl with men whom he knew to be 
disreputable and dishonest, He would not flat- 
ter the workingman by saying that he would 
look after his interests alone. He 
was bound to see that the manufacturer 
was not defrauded any more than the laborer, 
and that was the reason why he voted against 
the Morrison horizontal reduction bill. [Ap- 
piause.| The Democratic majority would 
have brought about a revolution but for the 
Republicans and some Northern Democrats. 
He reviewed some of the constitutional ideas 
of the Democratic party as exemplified by men 
like Bayard and Thurman, but he was sorry to 
confess that in progress, in thought, in activity, 
in energy, the Democratic party was band 
capped and emasculated by the gentlemen be- 
yond the Ohio, who, like their name- 
sakes the Bourbons, had never learned 
anything and never forgottep anything. If the 
fate of the Democratic party were in the bands 
of the Northern Democrats not a word could 
be said, for the great majority of them were 
noble and loyal men, and the majority of the 
Southern Representatives were honest men 
but full of prejudices, and one of the greatest 
of these was a contempt for labor. 

CONTEMPT FOR LABOR, 


They have no labor constituencies but 
negroes, and bulidoze them as they feel like it. 
The result was that every proposition brought

WASHINGTON. 


The Vacant Treasuryship—The Ding- 
ley Shipping Bill—General News 
Notes. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 20.—|Special.]— 
The fact that Gen. Sharpe of New York had an 
interview today here with Secretary Teller has 
caused the rumor to be revived that be is to be 
appointed Secretary ot the Treasury. Secre- 
tary Teller says he bas no information on the 
subject and does not know the President's in- 
tention’. Gen. Sharpe says his business is 
strictly private. 

Capt. Patton, the chief of the new Bureau of 
Navigation, says that the Dingley Shipping bill 
is, in his opinion, the most advanced step that 
has been taken in the interest of the American 
merchant marine since the foundation of the 
Governinent. The law works admirably in all 
respects, except the one section forbidding 
the payment of advance wages to scamen, 
and this section causes difficulty ont 
in two ports, New York and San Francisco. In 
these cities the Captains seem to have discov- 
ered some mode of evading the law, which 
method has not yet been discovered. Capt. 
Patton added that for three vears the English 
statute books have contained a law relating to 
shipping which is very similar to the Dingley 
bill, but there the clause forbidding the pay- 
ment of advance wages is in reality a dead 
letter. He thinks that with time the rough 
points in the law will wear smooth, and that 
within a year the full benefits will be appre- 
ciated. Capt. Patton does rot at present con- 
template recommending Congress to make any 
changes in the law at the next session. 

The court of inquiry appointed to investi- 
gate the circumstances of the collision between 
the Tallapoosa and the Baltimore schooner 
finds that the Tallapoosa did all in her power to 
avoid the collision, and complied with the law 
in all respects, and thatthe blame for the col- 
lision rests with the schooner. The department 
approves the finding of the court. 

The acting Assistant Surgeon at Brownsville, 
Tex., reports to the Surgeon-General of the 
hospital service that there has been no case of 
yellow-fever at Matamoras, Mex., nor at 
Brownsville, and that the season at the Mexi- 
can gulf ports has been one of the healthiest 
ever known. The feveris decreasing at Her- 
mosilio, Mex. 

Sylvester Nichols has been appointed melter 
of the mint at Denver. The announcement 
that Wilcox received this appointment is incor- 
rect. 

The large new silver vault uuder the cash- 
room of the Treasury Department is finished, 
and the transfer of silver to it will begin Mon- 
day. It has a storage capacity of 50,000,000 
sliver dollars. The silver now stored in the 
Treasury, amounting to $5,000,000, will be trans- 
ferred to the new vault, where will also be 
stored the gurplus coinage of the different 
mints aecumulating every month. 

The Chief Signal Officer has received Lieut. 
Greely's report giving the results of the scien- 
tific observations and expeditions auring the 
first year of his stay at Point Barrows. The 
remainder of the report will be completed in 
time to be incorporated in the Chief Signal 
Ofticer’s annual report to Congress.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


John Lang of Dubuque Kills His Wife 
and Buries a Ball in His Own 
Head. 

I— John 
Lang, a Bavatian about 60 years old, who has 
been living apart from his wife for some 
months past, called at the house occupied 
by her this morning, and, after some 
words between them, Lang drew a pistol and 
as his wife ran from bim he fired two shots at 
her, one taking effect in her hip, the other in 
her leg.

Loss of revenue 

In round hgures the City of Chicago will 
lose a million and a third of dollars annually 
if the Harper law be repealed, Can the city 
dispense with this large revenue, which jis 
now collected without burden to the tax- 
payers? Certainly not. The city has been 
cramped in many directions for several yeags, 
though the utmost limit of taxes has been 
assessed, Its necessities are increasing con- 
stantly. ‘The charges for the maintenance pf 
the police, fire department, streets, bridgqs, 
viaducts, and all other incidents of municipal 
government are growing with the rajfid 
growth of the city. A loss of a million and 
a third of revenue would have to be made 
good by an increase of general taxation of 
equal amount. The Legislature would be 
importuned to remove the present 2 per ceht 
limit on taxation tor general purposes. If no 
restraint should be put on the thievish, black- 
mail Council they would run up the rate to 5 
per cent, or more than double the presept 
taxes. 

To make good the loss of present revenge 
derived from the Harper liquor tax will re- 
quire an increase of just about one per cent, 
which, added to the existing two, will make 
three per cent after Harrison secures the re- 
peal of the act, if he is elected. | 

That would increase the general city taxes 
one-third. The man wha, now pays $15 
would then pay $20, the payer of $150 taxes 
on his house would be called on for $200, and 
the larger taxpayers in the same proportion: 
And all to inerease the number of saloons, 
and to relieve them of their proper share in 
defraying the municipal expenses which they 
swell enormously by their traffic. 

The effect throughout the State would be 
the same in proportion to the amount of 
revenue suctrificed by the remission of the 
$500 saloon tax. Every community can esti- 
mate for itself how much the loss would 
amount to and how much the taxpayers 
would be obliged to contribute in addition to 
their present burden. * In the aggregate the 
loss of revenue for heal purposes through- 
out the State would not be less than 84.500. 
000—$3,000.000 outside of Cook County. 
The necessary increase of direct taxa tion 
would fall upon every householder, mer- 
chant, shopkeeper, mechanic, tenant, and 
wage-worker, for all people contribute to the 
tax-fund according to their condition, either 
directly or indirectly. If they do not pay 
over the money. to the tax-gatherer in per- 
son, they pay it in the shape of increased 
rent, higher prices for what they consume, 
and the reduction of the wages they receive. 
Nobody escapes the tax-gatherer. 

One of the leading questions, therefore, in 
the pending campaign is, whether the people 
of Cook County and IIlinois are willing to 
assume an extra burden of between $4,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000 of annual taxes by elect- 
ing Carter Harrison Governor and preparing 
the way for the repeal of the Harper law and 
the revival of 4,000 dead doggeries. It is a 


practical question which affects every man 


who owns property, or has a business of his 
own, or makes his own living. This question 


is of more importance to the people of Chicago, 
and of every city and town in the State, than 
any partisan aspect which can be given to 


the contest between Oglesby and Harrison.

In fact, 
the laundress improved upon her mistress, as 
she ran off with the father of a large and in- 
teresting family of little coachmen, and 
didn’t sit on a beer-keg and eat bread and 
sausage, but went off in considerable style. 
Then came the Rouia Sickles elopement of 
New Rochelle, N. 1. Roma, who comes of 
an eloping family, shot off with a young gro- 
cery-clerk, brother of her seamstress, got 
married, and immediately grought her six- 
foot young Irishman home with her. The 
tather, who had known how it was himself, 
gave thein his blessing and set the six-footer 
up in business, Another pair at Sing Sing. 
who were regularly engaged and with the 
consent of their parents, nevertheless secret- 
ly fled, were united in marriage, and then re- 
turned home. In the interior of New York 
a man of 12 has run off with a woman of 16; 
and of course, unless some one can rescue 
them, or they return, take a spanking, and 
separate, the two fools will starve to death.

It will be ed from these cases that 
elopements hate no limitations, and that 
tender infaney and withered old age are 
alike susceptible to the disease. It is, of 
course, useless to attempt to stop them. 
There is no remedy for the complaint, and 
there probably never will be so long as Mr. 
Carlyle’s suggestion that the population of 
the world is mostly fools holds true. As the 
fool-killer seems to be strangely aware of the 
abundant crop awaiting him, and is not dis- 
posed to avail) himself of his privileges, 
probably because he is appalled at the 
magnitude of the task, elopements of 
this kind will continue. A kiadly Provi- 
dence, however, has so ordained that the dis- 
ease furnishes its own remedy, though it is a 
pretty severe one. People of dissimilar 
tastes and in different ranks of life cannot 


‘marry without paying the penalty, and it is 


very rare that any marriage furtively made 
ends felicitously. Elopements are suddenly 
made and usually on short acquaintance, but 
the knowledze that comes afterward is a suf- 
ficient punishment. The greater the diverg- 
ence of conditions the. greater the peril will 
always be. The only person of any sense 
connected with the Morosini affair seems to 
have been an aunt of the coachman Schelling, 
to whom he bronght his maudlin wife, The 
following conversation between the aunt and 
nephew is very significant: 

“T think you have made a mistake, and it is 
only a question qa very short time when you 


Wil! see it. If you had gone into your mas- 
tor's kitchen and married one of the servants 


employed there it would have been better for 
vou.“ 


“My wife can do everything that a cook 
can do.“ said Schel ing. 

His aunt shrugged her shoulders. ‘So I 
have heard.“ she said. People have said 
that she can sew and cook. I wonld like to 
see her come int® my kitchen and cook. She 
may be abie to do it, but sbe never will.“ 
Well, we are happy, auyhow, said Schell- 
ng. : 
Two weeks willend it.“ said his aunt, ‘* and 
then you will both be sorry that you ever saw 
each other.“ 


Aunt Schelling is a very sensible old 
lady, as both Vittoria and the eoachman will 
admit before the snow flies, but neither of 
them is im a condition just at present to ac- 
knowledge it. Meanwhile, it is diffieult to 
suggest any remedy. Elopements 
necessarily criminal, but at the same time it 
a law could be passed perenmptorily forbid- 
ding the separation of elopers for any cause 
it would have a tendency to diminish the 
number of maudlin young women who are 
hunting for consorts in stables. One could 
not Imagine worse punishment for the Moro- 
sini couple than to be tied together for life. 
So long as there are dime novels to be read, 
however, and dle ministers who will con- 
summate such marriages without question, of 
course elopements will continue and the 
drawing-room and the stable will mingle 
their incongruous charms. Aunt Schelling’s 
wise words will be of no avail, and the fools 
must be left to reap the harvest of their own 
folly—a crop which never fails,

AMERICANS ON THE CONGO. 

Our Washington dispatches have recited the 
gist of the instructions given by the State De- 
partment to the Commissioner who is about 
to visit the Congo as the official representa- 
tive of the United States, The people of this 
country have not yet a very clear idea of the 
importance of the Congo, but they can under- 
stand from the rivalries of England, France, 
Germany, and Portugal to get possession of 


| the country that its trade must be worth sume- 


thing. They know that it was first explored 
by an American, and will sustain the Govern- 
ment in standing on all the rights that may 
have been acquired in the Congo by an Amer- 
ican citizen for himself or his country, The 
instructions given to Commissioner Tisdel are 
to ascertain the resources of the country and 
to investigate the claims of rival nations 
which are disputing the rights of Stanley as 
explorer. 

It Germans, Englishmen, and Frenchmen 
can make money’ on the Congo, Americans 
can do so. If these other nations have goods 
to sell there, so have we; if their merchants 
can buy from the natives spices, ivory, gums, 
skins, potter’s ore, and other products at 
prices which give an enormous profit when 
resold in civilized markets, so can ours, If 
their industries neéd expanded markets, so 
do ours. Public opinion will sustain our 
Government in any action it may take to 
assert the full rights of the business-men and 
traders of the United States to entry into the 
markets of the Congo on the same tefms as 
the best given to any other people. The In- 
ternational Association of the Congo—the 
organization under Stanley’s leadership—has 
splemnly agreed with the United States by 
en that no taxes shall be imposed on our 
exports to the Congo, and that the lands of 
the territory controlled by the association 
shall be free to all. This compact the United 
States cannot allow the association to violate, 
nor will it permit amy other Power under any 
claim whatever to deprive our traders of the 
full benefits of this treaty. 

Trade is very profitable on the Congo, as 
on the Niger, and its possibilities have but 
begun te show themselves. An enterprising 
German explorer, Herr Robert Flegel, who 
has for five years been at work on the Niger 
in behalf of the German-African Society, 
says that the traders there, both European 
and native, used to realize enormous profits 
at Lagos and Sierra Leone. Gains of 500 
and 600 per cent were usual, and now, al- 
though the markets are overcrowded, profits 
of 100 per cent are easily made. The trade 
of the Niger in 1870 was but $150,000; now 
itis at least $10,000,000. A single Dutch 
trading company already brings out $5,000,- 
000 worth of ivory, palm-oil, and gum copal, 


| and other things from its factories on the 


Congo. Profits on the Congo range from 300 
per cent upwards. England already sells 
$3,000,000 worth of her manufactures in the 
Congo country. 

The interests of the Americans on the 
Congo appear to be identical with those of 
the International Association, which Stanley 
represents. That agsociation is establishing 
stations throughout the rich and healthy basin 
of the Congo, at which travelers, traders, 
missionaries—persons of all nationalities— 
are accorded the same rights; it is making 
plans for further exploration in several direc- 
tions—as, for instance, in the direction of the 
mysterious River Aruwimi, which, if it does 
not point, at least leads to what Mr. Stanley 
considers the great centre of industrial and 
commercial activity of Africa in the future. 
The association is preparing to build a rail- 
road to carry colonists and merchandise safe- 
ly and easily around the rapids in the Lower 
Congo to the safe waters above Stanley Pool. 
But, as Stanley says: It would never 
do for the future Congo States to 
have their steamers and railroads seized 
by the first aggressive Power that chose to 
It would never do, after all 
the association has done by treaty and other- 
wise to open this country to trade, for some 
oppressive and unfriendly Power to step in 
and take possession of the river as its private 
property for the purpose of imposing ruinous 
taxes. The region drained by the Congo is,

has no slight interest at stake in the ques- 
tion as to who is to be supreme over this re- 
gion, and is to have the making or marring 
of its industrial and social future. 

It is plain that the United States should 
not permit any Power to interfere with the 
full performance of the treaty by which the 
International Association has bound itself to 
give Americans free trade and free land on 
the Congo. 


OPERATIC RAPINE. 

Col. Mapleson has made his annual demand 
upon the directors of the New York Academy 
of Music for a bonus of $30,000, so that he 
can have Patti for next winter—$16,000 to be 
placed to her credit before Oct. 9, and the re- 
mainder to be paid to him when he arrives. 
It will be remembered that the directors who 
guaranteed his Patti season last year were 
muleted in about the same amount to make 
good the losses of that season, and that, al- 
though the doughty Colonel boasted) that he 
had made quite a handsome fortune by his 
overland trip, when he arrived in New York 
he had nothing to show for it; and the ai- 
rectors, after vainly suing him, had to put 
their hands in their pockets to make good 
the deficit. It is probably the recollection of 
last year’s experience which has induced them 
to decline the impecunious Colonel’s invita- 
tion to put up $30,000 as Patti's surety for 
the season of 1884-85. They have intimated 
to him, however, that possibly the stockbold- 
ers may be willing to be assessed that amount. 

It is to be hoped, in the interests of com- 
mon honesty und the progress of art, that the 
stockholders will promptly decline to be 
assessed for a single penny. From a business 
point of view, if they are wise, they must 
know that their investment will not only 
yield them no dividend, but that the entire 
principal will be sunk. For four or five years 
sucerssively Col. Mapleson has _ traveled 
through this country at a loss—not to him- 
self, for he has furnished no capital, but to 
those who have invested in his high-priced 
enterprises. The conditions for the season 
of 1884-85 are precisely the same as they 
have been in bis last seasons, and the results 
will be the same, if not still more disastrous, 
for year by year the slow-going public be- 


comes more and more convinced that it is | 


imposed upon and that it is not given the 
worth of its money. If the Academy stock- 
holders allow themselves to be assessed for 
$30,000 it will simply be another case of fools 
and their money soon parted.

if they were put upon the stage as they 
should be, there might be a shadow of ex- 
cuse for such an extravagant price. But the 
public knows well enough that this will not 
happen and cannot, for the price paid to 
Patti does not allow of it.

It is 
only in America that people will pay from 
$5 to $10 to hear eld, hackneyed, worn-out 
operas shabbily given. Is it not time for 
the American people to assert themselves in 
this matter? Have they not been bled enough 
by Adelina Patti and Col. Mapleson? How 
much longer will they endure such robbery 
under false pretenses ? Mme. Patti has accu- 
mulated an immense fortune, mainly out of 
the American people. Let her be content. 
Meanwhile, it is to be hoped that the people 
of this country will put an end to the impo- 
sition. They have the remedy in their own 
hands. 80 long as they consent to pay such 
extortionate prices Mapleson will charge 


them—and he will increase them. When the 


people refuse to pay them the prices will be 
lowered. When they demand good perform- 
ances of opeta they will get them. If fash- 
ion wants to assert itself and exhibit itself 
by patronage of Italian opera and by aping 
foreign fashion it should remember that it is 
not considered good furm in Europe to go to 
second and third class performances, 


THE HYGIENIC CONGRESS. | 
One of the most interesting of the various 
international bodies which are now in the 
habit of coming together to discuss the.affairs 
of the world, such as the Association for the 


Advancement of Science and the Peace Con- | 
ference, is the International Congress of | 
Hygiene which has just held its fifth annual | 


meeting at The Hague. The attendance was 
very cosmopolitan, and the proceedings took 
a wide range. Naturally the question of 
epidemics held the first place, and the con- 
gress voted in favgr of the establishment, by 
the codperation of ail the civilized nations, of 
an International Epidemical Committee“ 
empowered to declare what measures of leg- 
islation should be taken to control the prog- 
ress of epidemics. Such a body would in 
the realm of disease fulfill functions of the 
kind that would in the realm uf war devolve 
on the international Arbitration Commission 
which was recommended the other day by 
the International Peace Conference. 

The resolution voted that there should be 
a codification of the sanitary laws of all na- 
tions so as to obtain a uniform treatment of 
such plagues as the cholera with regard to 
quarantine and similar restrictive precau- 
tions brought on a debate in which the policy 
of England in allowing its merchant vessels 
to scatter disease rather than put its trade to 
the least inconvenience was sharply criticised. 
Dr. Zoéros Bey, who represented the Turkish 
Empire, said that so long as certain nations — 
meaning especially the English—allowed 
commercial interests precedence over the in- 
terests of humanity such a code would be of 
no use, to which Dr. Rochard, chief of the 
French Naval Sanitary Department, replied 
that the International Sanitary Commission 
when created would put such nations in the 
pillory, where they would be exposed to the 
scorn of the civilized world. 


Another great question on which the con- 


gress voted that the welfare of civilization 


adulteration. The practice of adulteration is 
becoming widespread, and now commands 
the services of the most skillful chemists and 
the use ot the largest capital. Large fort- 
unes are being made by the discovery of new 
processes of adulterution. The lack of con- 
cert between the civilized nations makes it 


impossible to pat an end to the villainy, 
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more than the necessary 


only need to emigrate to another place. One 
nation often approves what is condemned by 
another, and iu cases this is dene for the ex- 
press purpose of enabling the consenting 
country to compete with its more honest 
neighbors in foreign markets. 

The Paris Inspector of Factories presented 
to the congress some views on the sanitation 
of workmen’s homes which are worthy of 
the attention of the gentlemen of the Chica- 
go Citizens’ Association who have done 80 
much to bring the condition of the homes of 
the poor of this city to the notice of the pub- 
lic. ‘The remedy which Dr. Napias, the 
Paris Inspector, would use against the im- 
proper housing of the poor is to treat un- 
healthy houses as unlawful houses—to declare 
them to be nuisances, and neither allow 
capitalists to maintain such nuisances nor 
permit tenants to occupy them. There can 
be no doubt that it is along such a line as this 
that the reformation of the slums must be 
worked out. Philanthropic house-building is 
but a piecemeal remedy. 

It does not need much foresight to see that 
the projects of the Hygienic Congress are 
destined to advance by steps that will appear 
to their advocates to be altogether too geo- 
logical in their deliberateness. The plans 
for the control of epidemics and aduiteration, 
for instance, by international tribunals will 
run up against commercial and manufactur- 
ing interests that will prevail for a long time 
against any humanitarian tide. National 
jealousies will be a bar almost as insuper- 
able. But the drift must be in the directions 
to which these thinkers point the way. As 
to the cost of these reforms, that will be noth- 
ing. It is true, as one of the speakers before 
the congress declared, that a small fraction of 
the appalling waste of money, life, and en- 
ergy by the preventable diseases of the world 
would suffice to carry out the most extrava- 
gant projects of sanitary reform.

FIGHTING AT A GRAVE. 


Mr. Spofford’s Widow and an Un- 
known Woman Come to Blows at the 
Dead Man’s Tomb. 

Troy, N. V., Sept. 20. Speolal.]— There was 
a sensational scene in the Vale Cemetery at 
Schenectady yesterday. A year ago Hugh 
Spofford, a well-known eftizen, died, and his re- 
mains were interred im the family lot. His 
young wife, who was devotedly attached to 
him, has almost daily Visited bis grave and 
strewn it with fowers. About a month ago she 
discovered that ner floral remembrances had 
been removea and others substituted. A few 
days later she noticed that the operation had 
been repeated, her flowers having been 
trampled in the dust and the grave 
adorned with a strikingly beautiful 
collection. On several. different occasions 
this was repeated. Finally the puszled widow 
complained to the Superintendent, who in- 
formed her that a handsome young lady, whom 
he supposed to be one of the family, had made 
a practice of visiting the grave and decorating 
it wh flowers. The widow learned the hour 
at which the stranger was accustomed to make 
ber visits, and yesterday, after placing flowers 
upon the mound, secreted herself behind a 
monument. A few minutes later the other 
woman approached and seizing the flowers 
which she found on the grave threw 
them on the ground and crusbed 
them with the bee! of her boot. 
She then half covered the mound with violets. 
The widow sprang forward and demanded an 
explanation. Tne reply of the pretty visitor 
wes: I loved bim and he loved me.“ This un- 
swer further enraged the already infuriated 
woman.

DEAD.AY SEWER-GAS. 


The Horrible Fate of Two Workmen 
at Braddock, Pa. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 20.—[Special.}]—Short- 
ly after 8 o'clock this morning the workmen 
employed at furnace C of the Edgar Thomson 
Steel Works, at Braddock, observed John Slim, 
a brickluyer, emerue from a sewer which he 
was enguged in repairing, take a step or two, 
reel about, and then drop suddenly to the 
ground. The men rushed towards bim, but 
when they reached the spot where be was lying 
death had ensued. They then ran to the se®er 
where the man bal been working, and were 
borrified to und the lifeless body of John 
Reno, a helper, iying on the bottom of 
the sewer. The body of Reno was removed at 
once and efforts were made to resuscitate bim. 
Dut they were Inetfectuai. The sewer, or con- 
duit, was used in conveying gas from the 
stoves to the iurna@ce. The furnace proper is 
being relined, and hus been out of biast for 
more than two months. As the conduit was 
out of order Sm, the brickiayer, and Reno, 
his assistant. commenced the repairs about 7 
o Clock this morning, and were supposed to be 
working al! rigbt until Slim crawied out of the 
opening and fell as described. An inspection of 
the sewer showed that it had been choked up 
at a point some distance from where the men 
entered, and when they removed the obstruc- 
tion the gas which had accumulated overcame 
them.

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| CHEERS FOR BLAINE. 


The Republican Leader Serenaded 
by a Vast Assemblage of 
New- Yorkers. 


His Speech in Response to the Ovation 
—Addresses by Other Noted 
Men. 


A Busy Day Passed at the Eastern Me- 
tropolis—Replies to the Sentinel” 
Questions. | 


A MONSTER OVATION. 
THE STREETS PACKED WITH PEOPLE TO W- 
COME THE REPUBLICAN STANDARD-BEARER. 


New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.|—The in- 
forma! serenade which it had been proposed to 
tender Mr. Blaine at the Republican National 
Committee headquarters this evening became, 
by the will of the citizens of New York, an im- 
posing demonstration in honor of the Repub- 
The campaign 
was yet at so early a stage, and the organiza- 
tion of uniformed bodies of voters was so im- 


perfect, that tne Nauona! Committee did not ex- 


pect any great demonstration until Mr. Blaine’s 
return from Ohio. But so great a desire was ex- 
pressed on the part of Republican voters to see 
and know their candidate that it was decided 
that he should appear for a few minutes this 
eveuing on the platform in front of the Na 
tional headquarters at No. 242 Fifth avenue. 
The announcement that Mr. Blaine would be 
visible caused citizens to begin to assemble by 
To’clock. Gradually the sidewalks near the 
headquarters began to be covered with people. 
The steps of the adjoining houses and of those 
within view on the opposit side of the avenue 
were favorit places with the early comers. A8 
the crowd grew in numbers it became evident 
that the assemblage would be one of the largest 
that has greeted any. visitor to New York. The 
scene from the National headquarters, when 
the crowd had assembled, was a remarkable 


one. The platform in tront of the parlor 


windows, handsomely draped with flags 
and decorated with plumed belmets, was 
rendered easily visible by frequent 
flashes of red light. Just in front of the plat- 
form stood a guard of honor, composed of vet- 
erans of the late War, bearing the tattered 
remnants of battle-flags. The street was 
packed impassably with a crowd of persons 
whose dress and appearance showed generally 
that they were of the intelligent and thought- 
ful classes. It was a sea of faces and hats 
stretched across Fifth avenue from above 
Twenty-eighth street nearly to Madison 
Square. The outer doorways and win- 
dows of all the -neighboring houses 
were filled. The Hotel Brunswick, from 
which the stand was just visible, was used 
by some of those who were not fortunate 
enough to get within hearing distance of the 
headquarters. Opposit to headquarters a mili- 
tary band furnished music for the crowd. 
Capt. A. D. Williams was in command of the 
police force which guarded the entrance to the 
committee-rooms. Once or twice the crowd 
burst through the lines of police, and was 
with difficulty driven back. 
THE NEXT PRESIDENT'’S ARRIVAL. 
Before the crowd had become impatient the 
arrival of Mr. Blaine was announced. He weft 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel soon after 8 o'clock. 
Many persons had gathered to see him leave 
the botel, but he made his way quickly to his 
carriage. He rode with Chairman Jones of 
the National Committee, while other carriages 
conveyed the United States Senators and others 
who afterward spoke from the platform. Mr. 
Biaine was observed by the crowd and cheered 
heartily, but the carriage was driven as rapid- 
ly as possible in front of headquarters. Capt. 
Williams was in waitmg apd took Mr. 
Blaine by the arm as the carriage door was 
opened and hurried with bim up the steps, 
pushing back those who had rushed forward to 
obtain a better view. Mr. Biaine disappeared 
from view and the crowd was left to the amuse- 
ment of watching the rockets that were sent 
up at various angles, sometimes directly up- 
ward and sometimes nearly into the opposit 
houses. The crowd continued to cheer at in- 
tervals, now for Blaine and then for Logan, 
and again, for a change, for Blaine and 
Logan. Mr. Blaine remained for about fifteen 
minutes in a rear room at the headquarters. 
He conversed with the representative Repub- 
licans from various States who were assembied 


in the room. Senator Hale and J. R. Hawley, 


B. F. Lones of the National Committee, ex- 
Gov. A. B. Cornell, Emery A. Storrs of Chi- 
eago, Collector Robertson, George Bliss, Mu 
Haistead, Chauncey I. Filley of Missouri, A 
drew 8. Draper, Ellis H. Roberts, Silas B. 
Dutcher, Maj. Z. K. Parglow of Jersey City, 
Secretary Fessenden of the National Commit- 
tee, Postmaster Manly of Augusta, District-At- 
torney Teener of Brooklyn. and George W. 
Hooker of Vermont were among those who 
greeted Mr. Blaine. 

Then for ten or fifteen minutes the crowd 
waited. There were constant calls for Biaine. 
The band played patriotic and popular airs, 
and there was running applause tor everybody 
and everything. There were cheers for Presi- 
dent Arthur, the President being cheered as 
Arthur.“ 


INTRODUCED TO THE VAST AUDIENCE. 
Finally at 9:05 ob lock Mr. Blaine appeared 


on the platform. There was hearty applause 


and cheers for several minutes, Finally, when 
something like quiet was restored, Chairman 
Andrew 8. Draper of the Executive Committee 
ofthe State Committee stepped to the front of 
the platform and in a brief speech introduced 
Mr. Blaine. Mr. Draper said, in substance, 
that he esteemed it a great pleasure to be able 
to present to the Republican hosts of this 
great city their distinguished candidate for 
the Presidency.“ Mr. Blaine, he said, has now 
become a conspicuous representative of living 
Republicar ideas and was the ninth in the hon- 
ored list of Republican Presidents.“ This title 
caused more cheering and the greater part of 
his brief speech was lost in the tumult. 
THE SPEECH.

THE PARADE. 

The parade of the ofganizations of Plumed 
Knights, batteries, Citizens’ Association 
was an imposing pageant. The various com- 
mands assembled on Eight avenue and streets 
adjacent, in the vieinit of the Utah House, at 
Twenty-fifth street. e several corps had 
been ordered #o be in feadiness to march at 
nalf-past 8 o’@lock, but it wag nearly an hour 
later ben the processi@n moved up Eighth av- 
enue, through Thirty-f@urth street, Broadway, 
Thirtieth street, and dawn Fifth avenue past 
the headquarters of tho National Committee, 
where Mr. Biaine received a marching salute, 
accompanied by rounds of enthusiastic cheer- 
ing, in which the men dt the battations and the 
immense throngs on the sidewalks united with 
the greatest enthusiasm. 


 The-scene as they passed this point was one

First 
the Pioneer Corps ot the Ninth Dis- 
trict, then the Ninth Assembly District 
Biaine and Logan Association, 200 strong. 
Following these was the famous Jacobus Bat- 
tery, preceded bya drum corps. Following 
them was & wagon bearing a calcium-light. 
which added not a little to the brilliancy of the 
scene. Behind this was the James Malion 
Workingmen’s Blaine and Logan Association, 
100 strong. Next came the S. N. Simonson 
Battalion of the Seventeenth Assembly Dis- 
triot. They numbered forty, The Simonson 
Infantry, numbering sixty men, were behind 
this command. Then came the Simonson 
Battery of seventy men. Another wagon 
bearing a calcium-licht brought up the rear 
of the procession, which, after passing the 
National beadquarters, broke into detachments 
that marched through some of the principal 
streets on their way to their several beadquar- 
ters. Thec again shouted for Blaine. He 
returned tothe platform and witnessed the 
parade of 2,000 men. After the uniformed men 
had passed Mr. Blaine, being again calied for, 
stepped to the front and .said; Allow me to 
thank you for this fine display and to wish zou 
all a happy good-night.”’

The publication of Mr. Biaine’s manly letter 
has created a most favorabie impression, The 
story, as told in this frank letter, has been 
long known to Mr. Bilaine's intimate 
friends. It is susceptible of such clear 
oor that noone can question the facts as 
th 


ven in the letter of this morning. It is said 
at Mr. Blaine has been really glad of an op- 
portunity to wipe out once for all this indefinit 
siander which has been so vagucly whispered 
by jealous gossips tor a number of years. 
There has been no way of meeting these inuen- 
des so long as they were confined to the cir- 
oo of private gossip, but, once the responsi- 
bility of publicity was assumed by any. one, 
Mr. Blaine’s course was clear.

THE ANSWERS. 


To these interrogatories Mr. Blaine responds 
as follows: 

I, James G. Blaine, of Augusta, Me., on oath 
depose and say, in answer to the foregoing in- 
terrogatories: 

1. Harriet B. Stanwoo*. 

2. In Georgetown, Ky., in the spring of 1848. 

B. I lived in Kentucky as assistant professor 
or tutor in the Western Military Institute from 
January, 1848, to December, 1851. In 1848 and 
1849 the institute was at Georgetown, in 1850 at 
Blue Lick, and in 1851 at Drennon Springs. 

4. The lady I married lived in Kentucky from 
the spring of 1848 to the spring of 1851, engaged 
aga teacher in Col. T. F. Johuson's female 
seminary—the first two years at Georgetown, 
the last year at Millersburg. : 

5. I finally left Kentucky in the latter part 
ot December, 1851, went to New Orleans on 
business, and thence directly to Augusta, Me., 
which place I reacbed Feb. 9, 1852, and was 
next employed as principal teacher in the 
Pennsylvania institution for the instruction of 
the blind in Philadelphia. 

6. My wife left Kentucky in March, 1851, ac- 
companied by myself as far as Pittsburg, Pa., 
thence traveled alone to New York, where she 
wis met by her brother, Jacob Stanwood, and 
under his protection proceeded to ber mother’s 
residence in Augusta, Me., where I met her 
Feb. 9, 1852. 

7, 8, and 9. I was married in Millersburg, 
Ky., the 30th of June, 1850, in the presence of 
Sarah C. Stanwood and 8. L. Blaine. The mar- 
riage was secret. Having a doubt subsequeut- 
ly of its validity under the laws of Kentucky, 
which then stringently required a license from 
the Clerk of the County Court, I had the mar- 
riage solemnized asecond time in Pittsburg, Pa., 
the 29th of March, 1851, in the presence of John 
V. Le Moyne and David Bell. 

10 and 11. Jacob Stanwood was the eldest 
brother of my wife. I bad no acquaintance 
with bim at the time of my marriage; had 
never seen him or heard of him in any way, di- 
rectly or indirectly, before my marriage. I met 
him for the first time in February, 1852. I 
had two letters from him after my marriage 
and before I met him—one warmly welcoming 
me as a member of the family—the other in- 
quiring if he could promote my business in- 
terests by a loan of money. I had no other 
correspondence of any kind until after I had 
personally met bim in February, 1852. My wife 
had two other brothers, neither of whom I had 
ever met when I came to New England in Feb- 
ruary, 1852; nor did I ever meet any male rela- 
tives of my wife before my arrival in New En- 
gland in February, 1852. 

2, 18, and 14. My first child, a son, was born 
in the house of his grandmother the 18th day 
of June, 1851. His name was Stanwood Blaine. 
He lived with his parents in 1852, 1853, and a 
part of 1854 in Philadelphia, died July 31, 1854, 
and was buried in the Stanwood family lotin 
Forest Grove Cemetery, Augusta, Me. 

15, 16, and 17. A monument was placed by 
my direction over his grave the year after his 
death, thus inscribed: ** Stanwood Blaine, son 
of James G. and Harriet S. Blaine, born June 
18, 1851. Died July 31, 1854.” 

18. I have not myself seen the stone since 
the first week in July, but have reason to be- 
lieve, and do believe, that since that date many 
letters and figures thereon have been defaced, 
and that the figure 1 in the year 1851 bas been 
entirely removed. I have no means of ascer- 
taining by whom this was done, but bave rea- 
son to believe, and do believe, that a photo- 
graph was taken of the defaced stone by the 
procurement of one of the publishers of the 
New Ace, a Democratic paper published in this 
city, and that copies of said photograph were 
sent to divers and sundry persons, ipcluding 
the publisher of the Indianapolis Sentinel, the 
defendant of this suit. 

19, 20, 21, and 22. I know the book referred 
to as The Lite of James G. Blaine.“ I did 
not revise the volume, nor become in any de- 
gree responsible for any statement made in it, 
though 1 aay parts of it befgre publication; but 
I did not and have not to this day seen page 
68, to which the question refers, though the 
statement there made was doubtless derived 
by the author, Russell H. Conwell, from con- 
versations with me, but not from any special 
authorization by me to make it.

LONDON,~ Sept. 20. — |Special.) — Several 
batches of soldiers who have become invalids 
while serving in Egypt have arrived in England. 
All the men are in a pitiable condition, and 
most of them will never again be fit for mili- 
tary servies. 

A BAD FIT OF PANIC. 

The fit of panic from which England is suf- 
fering just now is one of the worst and most 
prolonged attacks she has had for years. Notu- 
ing is going right. There is not a point of the 
wide horizon of the futuce which is not dark- 
ened with lowering clouds, and the perusal of 
the English journals for the last week would 
convince any foreigner that Engiand had per- 
manently adopted the philosopy ot Schopen- 
bauer. The Khartoum expedition is spoken of 
inthe most despondent way. The frequent 
changes of pian, the ordering of boats one 
day, the organization of à camel corps the next, 
the call already for volunteers from the Guard 
regiments, which are supposed to be reserved 
as a last resort, and finally the lurid 
and unbalanced télegrams of Gordon, 
produce an almost universal feeling 
that the whole thing is going to 
end in a fiasco. To complete the discontent 
there are reports of the loan bemg given to 
Egypt despite the faiture of the conference, 
Lord Northbrook is described as a convert to 
the principle of a protectorate, and the public 
is divided into two parties, the one dreading 
that all this money and possibly blood are go- 
ing to absolute waste because of Gladstone’s 
resolve to fulfill his pledge of withdrawal, and 
the other pointing to the outspoken and fierce 
deciarations of even moderate French journals 
that France will not permit a monopoly of 
Egypt by England. 

GORDON A REGULAR WHITE ELEPHANT. 

The one small crumb of comfort that is ex- 
tracted from the telegrams ot Gordon by the 
Ministerial organs is that be is in favor of the 
Nile and not of the Suakin border route, 
Doubts are now felt whether even if Wolseley 


gets to Khartoum he will be able to induce’ 


Gordon to leave, all his resolves still being ap- 
parently in favor of retaining this territory, 
unless it is to be taken in hand by the Sultan 
of Turkey. It is not known whether Wolseley 
has among his other powers that of arresting 
Gordon, but it is thought by cynical observers 
that some such authority will be required to 
satisfactorily dispose of Gladstone’s white ele- 
phant. 


KUMORS OF FIGHTING AT KHARTOUM. 

Carro, Sept. 20.—Conflicting rumors reach 
here of the progress of events in the Soudan, 
According to the latest, which is brought from 
Dongola this mornmg by messenger, Gen, 
Gordon, within the last few days, hasgained 
two victories, and the sicge of Khartoum has 
been raised. 

THE NEWS OF GORDON’S SUCCESS CONFIRMED, 

The Mudir of Dongola telegraphs the author 
ities that goessengers from Gen. Gordon have 
brought eighteen dispatches. Two of them 
were for the Sheik of the Kabbabish tribe, 
which were delivered, Two other dispatches 
are directed to the son-in-law of the 
Sheik, who, however, had been pre 
viously publicly executed by order 
of the Mabdi’s Ameer in order to 
overawe the people and compel them to join 
the Madhi. The Ameer, with many chiefs, was 
afterward killed in battle. The messenger who 
brought the dispatches reports that the 24th of 
July Gen. Gordon's troops slaughtered the 
rebel army which had been sent against bim 
from Kordofan. Another battle was fought 
the 80th of August, which resulted in Gen. 
Gordon's forcing the rebels to raise the siege 
of Khartoum, and during which Sheik Sidi, 
his son, and their followers were killed. 

The above reports are confirmed by Khatem 
Elmoos Bey, who is holding Halfilyeh with 
Egyptian soldiers. The Shaggieh and other 
tribes have come in and tendered their sub- 
mission. Sennaar is now in perfect security. 
The population of Berber bas recovered from 
its fright over the anticipated descent by Gen. 
Gordon. The whole Shaggieh country is now 
tranquil. The Chiefs are now imploring for 
mercy, and have made a compact upon the 
Koran to abandon the Mahdi. The compact bas 
so far been observed. 

THE SINKING FUND. 

Austria, France, and Germany nave in- 
structed their representatives here to presenta 
collective note to Nubar Pasha, the Egyptian 
Prime Minister, protesting against the suspen- 
sion of the sinking fund, which was ordered 
the day before yesterday. 


THE BRITISH NAVY 

IN A DEPLORABLY CRIPPLED CONDITION. 

LonpDon, Sept. 20.—[Special.|—All attempts 
to penetrate the designs of the imperial trio 
from whose eouncil England was so ostenta- 
tiously excludea are vain. All these things 
lend additional interest and importance to the 
really severe panic that has set in on the con- 
dition of the navy. For the first time the 
charges have passed from the unread 
speeches of expectant officeholders and 
retired Admirals who are panic-mongers 
by profession to the columns of pop- 
ular papers. For once the sardonic and 
bitterly anti-Radical St. James Gazette and the 
vehemently Gladstonian Pall Mall are agreed. 
The St. James Gazette sums up the situation by 
declaring that England has not seen the last of 
ber great wars. It adds that while asa 
belligerent nation we are more and more 
doubted, there is scarcely a nation in Europe 
where we are not detested. Thereis not one 
that is not already calculating on our downfall 
and the gain to be got out of it. The Pall Mall 
met the question of the hour with characteris- 
tic promptitude by devoting columns of its 
contracted space to an examination of the con- 
ditiou of the navy. Its conclusions are pessi- 
mistic in the extreme. The position always 
demanded by Englishmen of all parties was 
that England’s navy should be equal to all the 
navies of the other Powers of Europe together. 
This is far from bema the case now. During 
the last fifteen years the naval éxpenditures of 
other Powers has increased 40 per cent, while 
in England it has slightly decreased. So fag 
from being abead in armor, guns, and speed, 
toany probable combination of fleets, she is 
just a little abend of France in ships, behind 
her in guns, and about equa! in armor and 
speed. English guns are inferior both in 
weight and power to those of France and even 
Italy. The point that lends additional danger 
to all this is, that now England is absolutely 
dependent on other countries, especially Amer- 
ica, for food. The French papers themselves 
hang upon this as the main change in the naval 
situation of the Empire, and the staid and 
almost official Republique Francaise, by 
way of warning England against her 
supposed hostility to France, makes an 
elaborate calculation on the subject, conclud- 
ing with the statement that the cutting off of 
the sea communication of England for six 


weeks would mean fumine. 

These considerations lend additional force to 
the startling statement that the preparations 
against the Alabamas of the future are insuf- 
ficient to allot three ships to each station, and 
that for 19,000 merchantmen scattered all over 
the world there are only twenty-four unarmored 
vessels of a speed exceeding fourteen knots an 
hour. Finally a torpedo service is absolutely 
non-existent.

of Lord Northbrook’s action in Egypt. They 
threaten to confine the autumn session of Par- 
liament to a discussion ot the Egyptian ques- 
tion, and believe that the fresh entanglements 
which have arisen or are foreseen will afford 
them ample material with which to em- 
barrass the Government and stave off dis 
cussion of the Franchise bill. The Tories are 
now gloating over the prospect that Gen. Gor- 
don will deliver himself from his enemies at 
Khartoum before Lord Wolseley gets through 
with his elaborate preparations for the rescue. 
In this case it is safe to say that the Tory ora- 
tors would overwhelm the Government with 
ridicule. In the meantime the course of the 
Government regarding Gen. Gordon's dis- 
patches is widely and severely criticised. It is 
positively stated that these dispatches are fre- 
quently curtailed in the War Office before be- 
ing given to the public, and that in some cases 
they have been suppressed altogether. 

ROWS AT MASS-MEETINGS, AND COUNTERFEIT 

TICKETS OF ADMISSION. 

The popular demonstrations for and against 
the Franchise bill continue incessantly, and 
large mass-meetings of Liberals and Tories are 
held daily. There is one notable difference be- 
tween the assemblages of the respective parties. 
The Liberals choose the most open spaces they 
can find for their demonstrations, and their 
motto regarding their auditors is The more 
the merrier." The Tories, on the other hand, 
hold their mass- meetings ouly in the aristocratic 
parks, and admission thereto is restricted to the 
holders of tickets, whieh are distributed to 
Tories only. Sometimes, however, parties of 
Liberals gain admjssion to these select coteries 
and then Indicrous scenes occur. An instance 
was given today at a Tory meeting in Chariton 
Park. The Liberals caused to be printed and 
distributed a large number of counterfeit tick- 
ets of admission in exact imitation of the gen- 
uine pasteboards. The gatekeepers could not 
discriminate, and as the Liberals came early 
there were fully as many of them asthe duly- 
invited Tories in the park when the proceed- 
ings began. The principal orator was the Rt.- 
Hon, David Robert Plunkett, M. P. tor Dub- 
lin University, who began to berate Mr. Glad- 
stone in the most approved fashion. 
To his astonishment every reference to Mr. 
Gladstone was received with enthusiastic 
cheers, and the rest of his remarks were ac- 
companied by a running fire of chaff which 
utterly destroyed their effect. The climax was 
reached when the crowd attempted to storm 
the platform. Then the police were called in 
and the meeting broke up in disorder. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES. - 

In connection with the Franchise agitation 
an important rumor which seems to havea 
substantial basis of fact isin circulation to- 
night. It is to the effect that the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edin- 
burg have formally notified the Marquis of 
Salisbury, the Conservative leaders in the 
House of Lords, of their intention to vote for 
the Franchise bill at the autumn session. The 
reason assigned for this determination is the 
fear that the intensity of hatred which has 
been manifested toward the peers may be ex- 
tended to the Crown itself, unless the repre- 
sentatives of royalty make this concession to 
the popular will. 

AT DUNDEE. 

There was a monster meeting in favor of tne 
Franchise bill at Dundee today. Twenty thou- 
sand people participated, Speeches were made 
by members of Pariiament and others. 

GLADSTONE AND NORTHCOTE. 

The Prime Minister has been compelled, as 
most people thought, to depart from the vow 
of silence he imposed on himselt and is now 
making speeches at the rate of two or threea 
day. The Radicals are seriously disappointed 
at his determination to restrain the agitation 
for an attack on the House of Lords, and 
literary critics mourn over the wishy-washy 
stuff that is made to do duty tor virile oratory 
in his replies to the numberless addresses. Sir 
Stafford Northcote’s rival harangues are un- 
derstood to be read by editors; certainly they 
are not read by anybody else. There is a cer- 
tain tendency to greater Vivience in the speech 
of the Liberal rank and file. 


THE WAR IN CHINA. 
FRESH NEWS EXPECTED FROM COURBET. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—[Special.]|—The report of 
Admiral Courbet’s great victory over the Chi- 
nese at the Kinpai Pass, on the Min River, be- 
low Foo Chow, has practically been disproved, 
but news of fresh engagements between the 
French and Chinese is hourly expected, as it is 
certain by this time Courbet has received large 
reinturcements. It is known that the City of 
Nankin, situated on the Yang-Tse-Kiang River, 
ninety miles from its mouth, is virtually unde- 
fended, and military experts declare that an 
ascent of the river by the French fleet could be 
accomplished with ease. The forts be- 
tween the mouth of the river 
and the city have been greatly 
negiected. They contain no guns capable of 
inflicting serious damage to war vessels of 
modern make, and are pronounced worthless as 
a means of defense. Should Admiral Courbet 
deem it wise to attack Nanigin he will un- 
doubtedly find little difficulty in capturing that 
important point. 

THE SUBJECT OF MEDIATION. 

It is stated on good authority that Earl Gran- 
ville, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has sent 
copies of the memorial adopted at che recent 
meeting of the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce asking for mediation in the Franco-Obi- 
nese imbroglio of theoGovernments of the 
United States and Germany with a note re- 
questing the opinions of the Washington and 
Berlin authorities as to the advisability of act- 
ing on the appeal. 

DESTRUCTION OF POLICE JUNKS. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 20.—The French have added 
to their previous complications by destroying 
the police junks in the Min River which acted 
for the suppression of piracy. The neutral 
fleets are now compelled to suppress the 
pirates. 

HOMELESS CHRISTIANS. 

Paris, Sept. 20.—The Catholic missionary au- 
thorities of this city have received advices from 
Hong Kong stating that the Chinese have de- 
stroyed the Catholic chapels in the Province ot 
Canton and that 6,000 Christians in that prov- 
ince are homeless. 

SEEKING ADVICE. 

Admiral Courbet, commanding the French 
forces in Chinese waters. finds his position in 
regard to the rights of neutrals so embarrass- 
ing that he bas telegraphed to Admiral Peyron, 
Minister of Marine, for advice as to what course 
he shall adopt. 

BEFORE THE BOMBARDMENT. 

A correspondent of the London Times at Foo 
Chow gives the following account of the events 
immediately preceding the bombardment of 
the arsenal: On the lst Admiral Courbet re- 
ceived a telegram from M. Patenotre. The 
gallant officer was furious—* jumping mad I 
was told. He stamped his foot and said, “If I 
only had the dispatch I there would 
be no sign of the Chinese fleet in half an hour.“ 
Admiral Courbet has been persistently uncivil 
to the Chinese officials, subjecting them to 
every possible humiliation. He hardly allowed 
them speech. The only argument, he says, 
is “un parfait coup de canon.“ The 
commanders of the Chinese gunboats be- 
fore the 3lst were frequently told by him 
that acts of their usual duty, such as getting 
ready to move their anchors, amountea to di- 
rect menace, and that be would fire it they 
were continued. Meanwhile the French tor- 
pedo-boats cruised round the Chinese gun- 
boats, making a feint of laying torpedoes under 
them, Both fleets have been under steam 
night and day, cleared for action, the French 
guns being loaded, the torpedoes on the 
booms, and the crews sleeping by their guns, 
baif a ship’s crew doing duty by turns. These 
facts show the truth of my telegram stating 
that Admiral Courbet had done his best to pro- 
voke hostilities. The French crews were also 
greatly excited and in a state of incipient mu- 
tiny owing to the enforced delays and the pros- 
pect of peacs. 

IRISH AFFAIRS. 
EARL SPENCER TO BE RETIRED. 

Lowpvoy, Sept. 20.—[Special.]—It can now be 
definitly stated that there will soon be a 
change in the Lieut t-Governorship of Ire- 
land. It is certain that Earl Spencer will re- 
tire from that post not later than next year, 
and it is quite possible that he may resign 
within afew weeks. It is reported that the 
Marquis of Ripon, who has just resigned the 
Viceroyaity of India, is to succeed Lord 
Spencer as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. This

Dr. Windthorst, the venerabie 
teader of the Clericals, is about to make an ex- 
tensive stumping tour in the interest of his 
party. 
WAGNER'S “ PARSIFAL.” 

The German newspapers state that a rich Amer 
ican recently offered $1,000,000 to the heirs of 
Richard Wagner for the exclusive right of per- 
torming his opera Parsifal.“ The guardian 
of the heirs, however, absolutely refused to 
entertain the proposition, and declared that as 
long as he lived *“* Parsifal’’ should be produced 
at Bayreuth only,in compliance witb the clearly- 
expressed wish of the dead master. 

NOTABLE WOKKS or ARCHITECTURE. | 

Two notable works of architecture are about 
to be undertaken in Bavaria, At Bamberg aa 
imperial orphan asylum is to be built on &@ 
grand scale.

RESULTS OF THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

BERLIN, Sept. 20.—Emperor William has is- 
sued an order that a Ublan regiment shall 
bear the name of Alcxsander III. of Russia, 
and that the title shall be engraved upon the 
epaulets of the soldiers of that regiment. 

Baron de Courcel has had repeated confer- 
ences with Prince Bismarck since the recent 
meeting of the three Emperors at Skierntwice. 
The Emperors will issue a communique to the 
Powers affirming the pacific character of the 
late meeting. 

RUSSIAN SWINE. 

The Governor of Gumbinnen has issued an 

order prohibiting the importation of Russian 


swine into that province after Gct. 1. 


COLONIZATION.

A ROYAL SCANDAL. 

The royal scandal of the unhappy relations 
between the Red Prince,“ Frederic Charles, 
and bis accomplished wife, the Princess Marie 
of Anhalt, has been broughtto an end by a 
formal reconciliation. The Prince, a gloomy 
man, devoted to forestry and hunting, had 
suiked in his castle, and met the great pressure 
by the German Empress and the best 
of the court circle with passive re 
sistance. The Princess had gone to Switzer- 
land and fretted and failed visibly. It 
was impossible for her to observa- 
tion, and the pitying remarks reached 
her added to her depression.

A BIT OF HISTORY. 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON TRIED TO SAVE 
MARSHAL NEY. 

To the Editor of the London Times—Srr: 
May I ask for alittle space in the Times while 
I give the substance of more than one conver- 
sation which I had with our great Duke on the 
subject of Marshal Ney's death and the rela- 
tions in which, at the period of its occurrence, 
he himself stood toward the French Govern- 
ment and people? 

For a short time after his entrance into Paris 
it might have been thought that the Duke was 
in the highest possiblé favor with all classes of 
Frenchmen. He had stepped Blucher from 


blowing up the Bridge of Jena and 
throwing down the Austerlita Column, 
and by sheer force of will he averted 
that dismemberment of France on which the 
Allies were at that time bent, and which has 
since taken place. But these friendly acts on 
his part were all forgotten as soon as he re- 
tused to prevent the Allies from reciaiming 
the works of art ot which Napoleon bad rob- 
bed them, and which were accumulated jn the 
Louvre. From that bour all the humiiiations 
imposed upon France were attributed to him, 
and every opportunity was taken by the Court 
and the Marshals to sight. if not to insult him. 
The King aione had too much tact to make a 
public display of ill-feeling, but the Duke knew 
perfectly well from other sources that there 
was no love for him from that quarter, The 
Duke, however, always master of himseif, con- 
tinued as beretofore to attend the King's 
levees, during one of which that incident oc- 
curred to which Col. Hozier refers. 
The Marshals, as one by one he approached 
them, turned their backs on him, a proceeding 
for which the King, at once a shrewd politician 
and a gentleman, bastened to apologize.

THE TERRIBLE CONSEQUENCES OF A CRIME. 
New York, Sept. 20.—|Special.]—One of the 


most diabolical attempts at wholesale incen- , 


diarism was discovered bere today. A building 
at Rivington and Willett etreets caught fire; the 
foree succeeded in subduing the flames, but not 
until one woman— Mrs. Gertig—was burned 
to death and ber son badly injured. The build- 
ing was occupied by the Gertigs and was chiefly 
rented out to lodgers, Leo Gertig, the proprie- 
tor, kept a beer saloon on the ground floor. 
When the flames were subdued it was found 
that everywhere throughout the building were 
bundles of excelsior, siivers of wood cut 
into fine kindling from old soap-boxes, 
soaked with oil and benzine. In the Saloon 
the closets behind the bar were filled with ex- 
ceisior soaked with oll and connected with a 
fuse of muslin, which had been likewise ren- 
dered highly inflammabie. A closet under the 
stairs was filled full of kindlings and excelsior, 
and only needed the flame of a match to cause the 
fire from it to shoot up the stairs. On the floor 
above the diabolical work was even more appar- 
ent, Three baskets, filled with inflammables 
partially consumed, stood near the door lead- 
ing from the larger of the two front rooms. ‘Two 
sofas, which bad been denuded of their up- 
holstering, were close against the charred 
walls. They had been sprinkled with kero- 
ene, the odor of which was perceptible when 
the firemen entered. In the little hall bed- 
room adjvining were some two or three bushel-

OGLESBY AT BELLEVILLE. 
AN UNPRECEDENTED DEMONSTRATION—DELE- 
GATIONS FROM ALL PARTS OF SOUTHERN IL-

BELLEVILLE, III., Sept. 20.—|Speciai.]—The 
temporary flutter caused by Carter Harrison's 
invasion of Belleville a month ago was nothing 
to the tide of Republican enthusiasm awak- 
ened today by Uncle Dick. Ogiesby bas al- 
ways been an immense favorit in St. Clair. 
Here were enlisted some of the first soldiers 
to take the field under his lead; here in 1864 
be stamped out the opposition which had sat 
in to Lincoln's renomination, and made an im- 
pression upon the loyal men of Southern Ili- 
pois which will never be forgotten. 

But today’s gathering was not confined to 
St. Clair County. Delegations poured in from 
every other county in the Eighteenth Congres- 
sional District, Washington County alone fur- 
nishing 700 men in line, while the adjacent 
counties in the Nineteenth and Twentieth Dis- 
tricts like Marion, . Jefferson, Perry, Jackson, 
and Randolph sent iarge and enthusiastic 
quotas.

A MEETING AT DES MOINES. 

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of Iowa opened the campaign with 
a grand rally this evening. Although but short 
not ide had been given 3,500 men marched in 
the torchlight procession. Visiting clubs were 
present from twelve cities and villages of the 
surrounding country, and special trains on 
several roads brought thousands to witness the 
demonstration. The line of march extended 
two miles and was lined the entire distance by 
enthusiastic crowds. A special train brought 
a brigade of 400 from Marshalltown, composed 
of leading citizens. One noticeable feature of 
the parade was the uniformed club, com- 
posed of workmen from the barbed-wire 
factory of Marshalitown, carrying a banner 
with the inscription, “No free trade for 
American workmgmen.” After the parade 
Senator James F. Wilson addressed a mass- 
meeting of 10,000 people in Court-House square. 
He reviewed at length the history of the two 
parties, and made a powerful appeal to young 
men to support the Republican ticket. His 
speech was pronounced one of the ablest ever 
given in this city. The whole demonstration 
in numbers and enthusiasm has seldom been 
surpassed in Iowa. The Republicans are jubilant 
and hopeful; many wavering members of the 
party have had their convictions strengthened, 
and gre now resolute supporters of the Repub- 
lican ticket. The much-talked-of Republican 
disa has vanished, and the party is in 
better condition than it has been for years.

“We demand the repeal of all present 
naturalization laws and the passage of an act 
> by the Congress of the United States making 
a residence of twenty-one years necessary to 
enable foreigners to vote or hold official posi- 
tions inthis country, except when such for- 
eign-born citizens have served in the army or 
navy of the United States; the passage of an 
act by Congress prohibiting the formation 
of political organizations composed of 
foreigners exclusively; the rights of suffrage 
to American-born females the same as males; 
opposition to the importation and attempted 
colonization of foreigners and paupers from 
foreign countries, and absolute suppression of 
Chinese immigration ; opportunity to vote direct 
for President and Vice-President of the United 
States, through and by an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States; the native- 
born citizens, white and colored, to rule and 
make the laws of this country; no appropria- 
tion of public funds for sectarian purposes; 
the rights of all American citizens as provided 
by the Constitution to be maintained and pro- 
tected; a free ballot and a free count.“

THE DOMINION. 


Dullness of Ocean Freights—An Im- 
portant Mandment— Landing of a 
Cable. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 20.—[Special.j—In 
conversation with a leading ocean steamship 
agent Tak TRIBUNE reporter was told that the 
outlook for freight shipments was never more 
discouraging than at present. We are liter- 
ally doing nothing,“ he said, and I do not see 
that there is any prospect that things will 
brighten this season. Produce and other ex- 
port material is simply piling up in the coun- 
try, and there it stays. Sent away eventually 
it must be. In view of this we may perhaps 
look for better things next year, but for this sea- 
son there is little hope.” This was said 
by one of Montreal's foremost shippers, and it 
is echoed generally. There is absolutely no 
wheat or other grain coming from the west for 
shipment. . 

An important document issued by Mgr. 
Fabre on the Laval Victoria question will be 
read in all the Catholic churches of the diocese 
at the morning service tomorrow. The object 
of this episcopal document is to officially put 
before the faithful the last decree received 
from Rome on this long-vexed question, 
to advise as to how it must be ac 
cepted, and to give orders on certain 
points relating thereto. Mgr. Fabre, 
after publishing the decree, comes to a few 
practical conclusions, and that in most explicit 
and emphatic terms. After expressing his own 
perfect submission to the voice of Rome, he 
calls upon the faithful to accept the decree 
with unbiased minds, reminding them that it is 
their duty to obey without having recourse to 
any subtle, argument tending to alter the 
nature of the decree. Coming to a stiil more 
practical point his Lordsbip warns his dio- 
cesans against aiding or supporting in a 
pecuniary way or otherwise any journal 
showing the least opposition to the 
orders of the decree. The mandment goes 
still turtner, and orders that in the event of 
any journal committing itself iu this subject 
it becomes the duty of Catholics not to sub- 
scribe to such a paper, or, if they are already 
subscribers, to cease at once such subscription. 
The result of this forcible language will be 
watched with anxiety, as it is supposed to ap- 
ply directly to a certain school of French-Cana- 
dian journalism, and the public will wait with 
eagerness to see if the press will 
obey and what steps will be taken 
by the ecclesiastical authorities in case any 
opposition is shown to the natural interpreta- 
tion of the decree. Among other important 
institutions the affiliation of which the decree 
will probably bring about at an early date are 
the Montreal College and Jesuit Coliege. The 
decision of Rome in allowing the School of 
Medicine and Surgery to keep its statu quo is 
considered by many as having been arrived at 
quite unwillingly, on account of a number of 
special circumstances, among others being the 
position taken by the Apostolic Com- 
missioner, a desire not to irritate the 
minds of a number of Catholics, 
who, it is feared, would not be disposed to ac- 
cept a contrary decision with all necessary re- 
spect and obedience, and On account of the 
peculiar features of the Canadian community, 
composed as itis of different denominations. 
The whole question, however, now secms to 
have come to a crisis, and ali further develop- 
ments will be watched with the greatest inter- 
est and anxicty. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 20.—[Special, ]|—The dif- 
ficulty between the United States and the Do- 
minion Government regarding the landing of 
the cable by the latter at Point Angios, Wasb- 
ington Territory; to connect with the Britisn 
Columbia Telegraph system at Victoria has 
been settied and the neeessary permission ob- 
tained. The Superintendent of the Dominion 
Telegraph leaves Monday for the Pacific coast 
to carry out the work.

LIGHTNING ON CHAUTAUQUA LAKE, 

„% J was a passenger on the steamer from 
Mayville to Jamestown, on Chautauqua Lake 
during the thunder-storm of last Wednesday 
night,“ said Ticket-Agent William Gray of New 
York City, and I want to say that I never 
heard thunder or saw lightning before. The 
clouds seemed to hover so near that the smoke 
from the steamer's stacks mingled with them.

A FAMOUS GUERRILLA.-~ _ 


Some Newly-Developed Facts in the 
Wild Life of Quantrell. 
CUMBERLAND, (Md.) Letter to Philadelphia 
Times: In talking with an old citizen of Cum- 
berland he assured me that Quantrell, the noto- 
rious guerrilla chieftain of Missouri, at one 


time lived in this town. Quantrell, for over 4 
yeur before the close of the War, was re- 


pudiated by the Confederate Government, 
He then raised the black flag and he took 
no prisoners. He perpetrated the most 
fiendish act in the history of the War— 
the massacre at Lawrence, Kas. On this 
occasion he took the town by surprise and 
actually murdered every man in the city 
that could be found. Ithink the number was 
180. When a Southern lady upbraided him 
with this act he coolly said “he wanted-to 
kill Jim Lane, who lived there, and as he 
hada’t the honor of his acquaintance and no 
time to make new acquaintances he killed all 
the men he could catch.“ He pursued Gen. 
Blunt and body guasd across the prairies for 
over fifty miles and killed ninety-two out of 
108 men at that time. At Sedalia he cap- 
tured a train loaded with wounded soldiers 
and ordered them all to be shot, which was 
done, the late Jesse James taking an active 
interest in the horrible affair, killing, it is said, 
with his own hands eighteen men. I met @ 
man some years ago in Ohio who told me pri- 
vately that he belonged to Quantrell’s gang.. 
He said he was a finely-formed, handsome man, 
with a pleasant, soft voice. He was, iu truth, 
as soft a mannered man as ever cut a throat or 
scuttied a ship.“ 

I have traced this man’s history . As 
to the place of his birth itis uncertafn. W 
very young he came to Washington County, 
Maryland, and there married a lady of beauty 
and excellent family. At this time he read 
and studied much, taking a deep interest in 
general literature, especially poetry and novels. 
After living happily over a year with bis wife, 
becoming embarrassed, he took the benefit of 
the bankrupt act, was arrested on charge of 
fraudulent insolvency, and placed in jail. His 
devoted wife shared his confinement during the 
six months in which he had to remainin jail 
awaiting trial. Upon final trial he was acquit- 
ted. 
But after this there began to appear on the 
suriace some of the tigerish element which 
lurked in his system. He went to St. 
was arrested there; bis wife, still loving 
cleaving to him, effected a compromise by 
which he was released. Then he went to Cin- 
cinnati, but got into trouble, and taking his 
wife with him he repaired to New Orleans. 
Here for the first time it appears he began to 
abuse his faithful wife. He became dissipated, 
too, and shamefully neglected her. Her illness 
called him back apparently to old-time kind- 
ness and tenderness: he abandoned the use of 
liquor and started to take her back to her 
home in Maryland. 

She revived in spirit and with renewed hap- 


piness she was looking for the return to the 


home of her childhood. But while onthe Mis- 
issippi River on their way home be committed 
a forgery on a Cincinnati bank. He was again 
put in jail—tbis time in Cincinnati. 
seven anxious months bis devoted wife 
his release on baii, which he forfeited. He 
then deserted her and she returnedhome. But 
she soon beard of him near Hagerstown, Md., 
where be managed to commit another forgery; 
but escaped conviction. Not long after he was 
convicted of forgery in Pennsylvania, sen- 
tenoed to the penitentiary and served in that 
institution for three years. His wife while he 


was in the penitentiary, at the earnest solicita- | 


tion of her relatives and friends, procured @ 
divorce. When Quantrell heard of it he made 
furious threats against her. Upon bis release 
from prison he quickly married a Philadelphia 
woman, but ina few weeks was again 
for forgery and was sentenced tor some years. 
Mrs. Quantrell then married Mr. A. Cowlon. 
She was still young, for Quantrell had m 
to commit all these crimes in less than ve 
years, and she was married when she was 
only 18. She took up her residence with her 
second husband in Cumberland in 1848, and 
they were here both highly esteemed. The 
5th day of March, 1849, she was sitting alone in 
her sitting-room in the hotel, of whigb her hus- 
band was proprietor, just as the ev train 
came in. A servant soon after sho up to 
her room a pleasant-looking gentleman who 
had just arrived on the train. As.soon as with 
a smile he dismissed the servant he entered the 
room and immediately locked the door, and to 
ner horror and despair Mrs. Cowlon saw that it 
was her first husband, Quantrell. She imme- 
diately screamed as loud as she could for 3 
for there was murder in his eye and he tol 
her her hour bad come. Hé caught her by the 
throat, threw her down on the floor, placed his 
knee on her breast, and attempted to shoot her; 
providentially the pistol missed fire. Just as’ 
he was in the act of drawing a murderous 
knife several staiwart gentlemen broke through 
the door, having heard her screams, 
rushedin. They caught him, and bound him, 
before he could further harm the beautiful 


woman who had been in the days gone by as an 


angel of mercy to him. 


He was convicted and sentenced at the next - 


term of the court. His manners and appear- 
ance were so pleasant that he captured the 
hearts of his jailera, and was permitted more 
favors than any other prisoner; in fact, acting 
a sort of assistant jailer. He was pardoned in 
1851 by the Governor on condition that he 
would leave the State_and never return. The 
man I met at Middletown, O., who belonged 


to Quantrell’s command, said that Quantrell 


told him he had been married six times and 
“always to pretty women of good families,” 
and he laughingly added, I believe they are 
ali living now. This was in 18646. He said, 
also, that Quantrell asked him to gues. his 
age, for he was still a young-looking man, 
not looking over 35 at the most, and he 
said: I never tell my age; but you have not 
geome within ten years ot it.“. 

Even during the time he was committing 
some horrible atrocities, in bis moments of 
leisure he would enjoy the reading of books 
and magazines, and was accustomed to borrow 
such things from houses near where he camped, 
if ne dared let bis presence be known. Cool 
and polished as any gentieman in the land, he 
was crucl, crafty, and determined, so that, 
though be commanded the most desperate, 
dissolute set of outiaws ever collected together, 
they obeyed his lightest commands with 
promptitude. His only punishment was sud- 
den death. 

„Why.“ said this man who had belonged to 
bis gang when 1 spoke of what a dangerous 
man Jesse James must have been, “wh 
Jesse James was nothing to bim; he wou 


have been king-bee among a thousand men | 


braver than Jesse James.” 

There have been some doubts as to when or 
where Quantre!! was killed, or even thar he is 
dead, but my informant, who bad the means of 
knowing, says he was killed undoubtedly in 
Kentucky in 1865, I have the names by which 
he passed at several times during his career. 
but for obvious reasons do not care to publish 
them. One, however, bas already been pub- 
lished, which he long assumed—Dr. Hayne.

FENCING IN FRANCE,

’ eomplmments after the French manner, and lift 
of their wire musks, you saw the sweat rolling 
in beads off their foreheads.

DISMAL CEMETERIES. 


The least patriotic American must be forced 
foadmit at almost every turn in these older 
countries that his own is a much better one to 
live in, rich as these are in intellectual treas- 

‘ares and associatiens of every kind; and be 
ean never have any doubt that it is by fara 
better one to die in. In fact, death is sur- 
rounded with such horrors and mummeries in 
and France that you would not be sur- 
prised to be told that the people there would 
prefer not to die at all. Here in Paris 
the day of a funeral in an apartment-house— 
and the funeral follows death much more 
promptly than witb us—the coffin is taken down 
to the ground floor, and lies there in the en- 
trance-hali, where every passer-by can gaze at 
the black hangings, bullion-fringed, above the 
door, and the gloomy catafalque. And then 
the burial-places! What could be more re- 
puisive to the eye and more repugnant to 
évery tender sentiment than the hideous, 
grassiess, arid wastes of Pére-la-Chaise,where 
60 many of great ones of France are 
ed—the narrow alleys closed in with long 
lines of gloomy, ugly tombs—the living earth 
turned into a desert by the presence of the 
dead, while everywhere tomb and stone are hung 
withthe detestable mourning wreaths of giass 
beads which seem so incompatible with all our 
Rotionsof the infallibility of French taste, and 
yet so characteristic of the artificiality of 
French sentiment. What a contrast with the 
beautiful cemeteries at home, where every art 
n used to help the landscape that is dedicated 
to the dead and make their resting-places beau- 
tiful. The mummeries that surround death in 
—at least in the great cities—seem 
like such an exaggerated show of grief that 
you cannot avoid the impression that there is 
More or less of pretense in it, though you know 
that that is absurd.

MARIE ANTOINETTE’S GRAVE. 

One of the interesting minor sights of Paris 
is the chapel on the Boulevard Haussmann 
which many tourists probably do not see. It 
was. erected on the spot in the oid burial- 
ground of the Madeleine wkere Louis XVI. 
and Marie Antoinette lay buried until their re- 
moval to St. Denis in 1815—buried like com- 
mon criminals, with all the barbaric indigni- 
tles that French custom put upon tho bodies of 
criminals even after death, and of which the 
guardian tells you. Passing through a vesti- 
bule, after you enter from the street, you 
ascend a small fligitt of steps, another door 
opens, and you find yourself in a small garden 
shut in from the street by walls, and raised 
perhaps a dozen or fifteen feet above the level 
of the street. Under your feet are buried 
the Swiss Guards who were butchered 
at the Tuileries in the defense of their 
King and Queen. Down in the crypt, at the 
farther end, you are shown the spot where the 
bodies of the unfortunate pair had lain. Here 
in the garden there are roses biooming here 
and there on their siender stalks— the only 
flower to be seen, The guardian explained that 
this was because they were the Queen's favorit 
flower. Said he softly, Why was it so much 
more musica! and more touching in the French 
than it would have been in English? * Oui, 
Marie Antoinette aimait beaucoup les roses. 
These pretty roses, blooming silently year after 
year in this quie} spot, make a pathetic memo- 
rial of the lovely and unhappy Queen better 
than many tombs. _ D. D. I.

Latest New York and Paris Modes for the.

Exquisitly shaded autumn leaves and flowers 
in velvet or chenille trim the latest bonnets and 
hats from Paris designs. 

The newest jack-stones” for children’s use 
are made of tiny bagsof silk, about an inch 
and a half long, filled with rice or shot. 

A young lady who has found the nuns’ cap 
unusually becoming bas bought four frames of 
this shape, and has already nrade as many capotes 
to match the various costumes she will wear 
later on. One is of dark green velvet, trimmed 
with a garland of/staded velvet nasturtiums in 
scarlet, green, and gold, to wear with a cloth 
suit in heather mixtures. The second is of 
black velvet, adorned with tiny scariet berries 
and autumn follage. The third, of dark wine 
velvet, is faced inside with pink, and garnished 
outside with pink pompons and folds of pink 
satin. Lastly is a genuine nuns’ cap of nuns’ 
gray plush, trimméd with awreath of silver 
grapes and gray shaded velvet leaves richly 
frosted. The cost ¢f the entire four caps was 
much less than hd one Sanday best she 
bought ready-made last winter. 

Though on accoliint of the intense heat the 
styles and fabrics fre being beld in abeyance, 
there is a constant putting forth of experi- 
mental shoots— these acting as testers, and in- 
tended to discovef whether publio opinion is 
adverse or favorable towardthem. Though 
Ottoman fabrics ¢re everywhere shown, they 
have certainly seen their best days, as evi- 
denced by their being offered at a great reduc- 
tion below their original prices.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 30.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—My last letter was, I think, dated from 
Paris and written the day before our depart- 
ure, about a week since. Our stay in the sup- 
posedly-gay capital was in some respects suc- 
cessful—that is to say, we accomplished the 
business which called us thither, and it is al- 
ways a satisfaction to get well through one's 
task, but otherwise the fortnight was a tedious 
and depressing period. The gloom which hangs 
over a deserted city such as Paris surely is in 
a general sense—for only those who are forced 
by necessity to remain are there—is contagious. 
There is no real question of cholera, no real 
doubt as to the sanitary condition of the city; 
but for the disastrous effects the rumors and 
reports have caused there might as well be the 
raging, much-talked-of plague. 

TWO BONANZA WOMEN. 

Our journey to London via Folkestone and 
Boulogne was uneventful enough. To be Bure, 
we had the honor of Mrs. Mackay's company 
in a distant sort of fashion—that is, she trav- 
eled, Princesslike, in her own car as 
far as Boulogne, and from thence the 
remainder of the journey with ordinary 
humanity. She is quite unlike the Mrs. 
Mackay of my imagination. Picture to your- 
self a woman of uncertain age, owning to 40, 
but probably nearer ten years further along, 
under size in stature, with a noticeably pretty 
figure, a trifle inclinea to embonpoint, dark 
hair, and splendid eyes, in which the real beauty 
of her face consists, for the other features 
are not far removed from plebeian. Origi-, 
wally Mrs. Mackay was possessed of a 
compiexion perfectly suited to ber eyes and 
hair—a lovely rich olive. Those who recollect 
her before she had recourse to the artificial so- 
called aids which now obliterate every line of 
character froma once interesting face, still 
speak with enthusiasm of the natural beauty 
of her skin. 

It is easy to see why this same artificial com- 
plexion should be the rock on which the Bon- 
anza Queen and the great Meissonier would 
split The master clamored for Nature. The 
spoiled child of fashion persisted in artifice, 
and the result is but too well known in all its 
pettiness. Mrs. Mackay was accompanied by 
Mrs. Senator Fair, she of divorce re- 
nown, the object of the journey being to 
escort the latter to Liverpool, from whence she 
returns to California.

A JOCKEY AND HIS WIFE. 

In our carriage from Paris to Boulogne were 
Pettel, the jockey, and his wife, better known 
as Alice Larigué, of the Palais Royal Theatre. 
The French actress bas always been consid- 
ered as a dé classé, a woman of light repute, 
with gn exceedingly easy notion of honor. The 
exception may prove the rule, possibly, in the 
case I refer to, but certainly it is long since I 
have seen a pair married, as these have been 
now for more than three years, between whom 
there existed such perfect harmony and bon 
camaraderie. It was an agreeable and refresb- 
ing surprise, and I shall long remember a con- 
vorsation I could not possibly avoid 
overhearing between them as to the 
manner of conducting the surprise their 
visit was to be to the jockey's parents, who 
bad never seen his wife. When finally it was 
agreed that the latter should be, so to speak, 
„sprung upon the family after their having 
beea told of her preferring to visit some 
French relatives, they were as pleased at the 
idea as two children. I bad quite a chat with 
the wife on the channel boat, during which she 
showed mea pair of diamond ear-drops ber 
husband had given ber on her birthday. lately 
passed. When I mentioned the prevailing idea 
in France regarding actresses she told me with 
virtuous indignation that some of the best 
wives. she had ever known were actresses, and 
especially cited Judicas a giowing example,

for fifteen years. There is no woman in Paris 
who has been go abused, but every one on the 
stage knows she bas been a devoted wife and 
mother and that her husband's recent death 
has been a terrible grief to her.

Except for my chat with the French actress 
our trip was utterly commonplace and devoid 
of interest.

I beg pardon; I bad almost forgot- 
ten to mention two gentlemen of color—and so 
dark the color I may be pardoned if I set it 
down as black--who Were among the most pre- 
tentious of the passengers. They traveled in 
great style, accompanied by courier and valet, 
both, of course, white, and the valet French, 
as a valet should be. They were evidently 
men of education, of good manners, but 
negroes—not even mulattoes, but simon-pure 
biack. I understand the hotels here have no 
objection to guests of this sort and am told 
they are treated with the respect and consid- 
eration a full purse always commands over 
here. 

THE INEVITABLE ROW WITH THE LANDLADY. 

We only remained in London three days— 
just long enough to have a final battle with our 
luggage, most of which, thank Heaven. we 
shall not see again before leaving for America. 
Wednesday evening last, after a most exasperat- 
ing half hour with our lanalady, who reserved 
her strength and shrewdness for a parting blow. 
we took the train at8 p. m. for Harwich, from 
which point the boat for Rotterdam leaves 
every night about 10. Apropos of our land-

Our landlady did not hesitate to 
tuke advantage of our ignorance in regard to 
many points—ignorance by which she was 
shrewd enough to know she would profit when 
a final settlement came, and which she made 
not the feeblest attempt to enlighten. There 
is nothing like experience in little matters of 
this sort, and I shall be only too glad it mine 
may serve others who like myself must travel 
with a keen regard for expense.

THE TRIP TO ROTTERDAM, 


From Harwich to Rotterdam, a journey of 
about eleven hours on a second-rate sort of 
boat, we had all we could do to keep from 
giving in to the mal de mer which claimed its 
victims on every side. The Infanta, conciud- 
ing without much urging discretion to be ber 
role for the journey, climbed into her second- 
story front bunk before we had been balt an 
hour out and while yet we were in the 
quiet waters of the r.

& passenger to evade the dignity of the law he 
— — In vain did we all—a sad and 
h -looking lot we were too—persist in 
absence of dutiable goods in out luggage. 
Highness believed only inthe evidence of his 
mali black eyes. Get me some box now 
quick open,” he said in tones of authority to 
me, and I unlocked my innocent steamer- 
trunk, I may have appeared suspicious; cer- 
tainly I bad passed a night not calculated to 
repose of feutures. Be that as it may, my 
wardrobe was without ceremony tossed out 
upon the steamer deck—it had been raining 
hard for hours—and I was obliged to stand 
helplesly by while three men satisfied them- 
selves and the majesty of the law that 1 was in 
no way disposed to defraud the Dutch Govern- 
ment. I make no comments on the custom 
laws, and understand full well that they should 
be carried out in my case as in that ot any 
other passenger, but it seems little, for the 
sake of common courtesy, nut to use & strong- 
er term, to ask that such a seareh as I write of 
should at least be conducted under cover from 
the pouring rain, and that, in the case of ladies, 
they should be protected from the curious 
gaze of a mixed company. 


SEEING ERASMUS. 


If Rotterdam and Erasmus be not insepara- 
bie in history, no more are they at the present 
date in the beart of the too-satisfied Hollander. 
“When you get to Rotterdam you must be 
sure to see the statue of the great Erasmus,” 
said the burly Captain of the Dutch steamer. 
* Ven dot stattoo you once haf see you much 
bleasure are already taken, quoth a native 
fellow-passenger on the same steamer, who 
**proded’’ himself, as he announced, on his 
English, which he had acquired entirely by the 
ald of conversation books: When we reached 
the Victoria Hote!, which is, by-the-by, really 
excellent, the landlord, before asking our 
names, supposed, of course, We would like to 
see the Erasmus as soon as possible.“ After a 
uigut's journey, we concluded we would put off 
sight-seeing till after breakfast; but when 
during that meal the waiter begged with great 
concern to know if we had yet seen the Eras- 
mus,” I made up my mind the eighth wonder 
of the world was in store for us. Guide-books 
all warn the traveler against Holland tout 
or cicerone, and had any one suggested our 
falliig victim to one of these pests I should 
have considered it in the hight of a weak joke, 
I was prepared for the enemy and declined the 
services of two or three dozen within the first 
hour of arrival, and congratulated myself on 
having escaped this serious annoyance, for, al- 
though it reads like nothing, I assure you that 
only those who have traveled in Holland can 
appreciate the nuisance these men are. They 
follow you about two or three ata time, talk- 
ing to you constantly in a mixture of tongues 
intelligible only to themselves, but from which 
you giean enough to assure you nothing can 
be seen without their aid. They will save you 
time, money, ennui—in fact, will take the place 
of friends, home, and country. In vain do you 
try to shake them off; in vain do you persist 
in declining their service. They take your 
shawls and packages out of your bands before 
you realize what they are about, disarm you of 
your one weapon, the family umbrella, which 
they open and carry over your Unwilling head 
with an air of gallantry waoich would be amus- 
ing were it not 80 impertinent. They profess 
to speak all languages, but as a fact they know 
perhaps twenty-five words of each, and this 
limited vocabulary serves thegn to their infinit 
satisfaction and your increasing perplexity un- 
til you attain a condition of mind bordering on 
apathy, from which moment the victory is to 
the tout, who has it henceforth his own way, 
and a devious way it is, too. 


CAPTURED AT LAST. 


I cannot understand why these pests are per- 
mitted to'thus waylay strangers, but I know 
our experience is only the common one, and I 
know that I only got our party free from them 
on the way to and at the hotel by twice oppeal- 
ing to the police. But pride goeth before a fall. 
as I was destined in all humility to admit, and 
my triumph was short-lived indeed. After 
breakfast a man whom I took for one of the 
hotel people asked me to register our names, 
which I did. He then casually suggested the 
desirability of our seeing the statue of Eras- 
mus, and asked which way we intended going 
to see it. Naturally Il admitted our ignorance 
of the city, upon which this amiable iadividua) 
offered to show us the best streets to take. I 
was ataloss to understand the meaning of 
such politeness, and not until we started forth, 
accompanied by our self-imposed cicerone, did 
it occur to me we had been taken in by the 
cunning. of the Holland tout.“ From that 
hour this creature dogged us without one mo- 
meut’s cessation. I] discharged bim fifty times, 
but could never make bim understand; he bad 
a most astonisning faculty of only comprehend- 
ing when it pleased him. He walked by our 
sides in the street, followed us into shops, in- 
sisted on ‘“‘showing’’ us the city. In vain did 
we try subterfuge and device; it was of no 
earthly use, the tout was not to be shaken 
of. lam convinced now he was in some 
way connected with the hotel or he could 
not have had the free entree as 
be did, for he followed us to our rooms, sat 
outside while we were within, immediately 
joined us on ourissuing therefrom, and literai- 
ly stuck closer than a brother wherever we 
went. 

In his company we saw Erasmus.“ which 
turns out to be nothing more nor less than a 
life-size statue of the great Hollander, of no 
particular merit unless it may be in its excel- 
lence as a likeness, of which we are not well 
calculated to judge. The statue is placed in 
the most absurd and out-of-the-way corner 
next a little café opposit the fruit market, and 
is as little imposing as one can well imagine. 
Why the Rotterdamites make such ado 
about it I cannot tell, unless it be from the 
fact thatitis the only monument the city can 
boast. Inever saw in this country so barren 
a place in points of interest. The museum has 
a few, very few, good pictures. There is one 
little ** Greuze’’ worth alone a pilgrimage to 
see, but thatis absolutely all. The city itseir 
is dull to desperation. The long canals which 
run through all the principal streets are of 
themselves calculated to reflections on suicide 
so facile here with these pools of .black water 
on every side. I wonder what it is that makes 
the place so intolerably depressing and unlike 
any other city, when suddenly it occurs to me 
we miss the noise of other cities, and we then 
realize that there are no carriages iu the 
streets, no horses or wagons of any kind. We 
have just come from London, where one can 
certainly not complain of the silence. Just 
fancy Chicago without the rattle of a single 
wagon or the sound of a single borse’s feet and 
you have some notion of the quiet of Rotter- 
dam. Nearly all the trafiic is carried on by 
water. The wealthy people keep their boats 
instead of their horses. Weare tolditis a 
most agreeable sight to see ths pleasure par- 
ties on the canals. It remains but a tale tous. 
for, as in every other city during the month of 
August, the fashionables are out oftown. An 
energetic.traveler can see all there is of inter- 
est in this old Dutch city in a day. 

We intended remaining longer, but life is un- 
endurable with a tout,“ and we set forth for 
Amsterdam, with the principal object in view 
of clearing our skirts of this plague. Fancy 
our dismay on quitting the hotel for the rail- 
road station to find the individual in question, 
valise in hand, evidently about to take the 
train we were bound for. Are you going to 
Amsterdam?“ I asked. Yes, lady; I go mit 
you to show dat fine old city.”” It was only by 
appealing to the train guard and by threaten- 
ing the nhisance with arrest that we got 
away without nim. On our arrival 
here, after a two-hours’ journey through a 
flat and uninteresting country, we found 
comfortable quarters at the Doeler Hotel. 
Amsterdam is brilliant compared to Rotter- 
dam, and just now, as the Agricultural Exposi- 
tion is at its hight, the streets are gay and the 
influx of peasants from the surrounding coun- 
try makes the scene exceedingly picturesque. 
The Dutch farmer is, itis well known, almost 
always very rich, but we have been amazed, 
notwithstanding, at the jewels their wives and 
daughters wear. It is not uncommon to see a 
band of gold across the foreébead thickly in- 
crusted with diamonds, besides which the 
wearer will be further decorated with earrings, 
necklace, and corsage clasps glittering with the 
same precious stones. We are looking forward 
to the famous Rembrandt picture, which we 
shall see tomorrow, and to the antiquarian 
shops, with which Amsterdam abounds. Since 
we landed in Holland we have not seen an 
American nor can we find the name of a com- 
patriot on the hotel register. No wonder we 
feel like strangers in a strange land. And the 
language! ‘* They may pretend they under- 
stand cach other.“ says the Infanta, but no 
one can make me believethere is any sense in 
a word like this,” and she shows me in a Dutch 
newspaper weinigoorspronkeliikheid.

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.— Editor of The Tribune. | 
IL have been fishing. I went because I am 
innocent and have a trustful nature. My friend 
said to me: “You are growing pale and thin; 
you are working too bard; you need a change. 
lam going fishing; go with me, 1 pray you. 
I mused. He continued: “I Know a place 
where the waters teem with many fish; a place 
where there are more bass than can conven- 
lently move about witnout rubbing their 
shoulders against each other; where there are 
even more trout than bass; and more mus- 
kallonge than either. That place is Lake 
Gogebic. Its shores are primeval, and even 
now are swarming with deer, and bear, and 
buffaln. Go with me, I entreat you, and pre- 
serve your health.” 

I was touched by the kindly interest thus 
manifested in my welfare, and, swelling with 
gratitude, I took bis hand—also a cigar which 
he held in it—and said: Say no more. I will 
go with you, even unto Gogebic.” 

In a few days my friend reported that he 
bad concluded all the necessary arrangements, 
among the most important of which—and, 
as 1 subsequently learned, one of the 
most injurious to my peace—was the 
engagement of two fellow-conspirators, named 
w—— and G——. They had also captured 
another victim besides myself--a Mr. , 
who is a Wholesale grocer, and 4 man with a 
mind as pure and unsuspecting as my own. 

GETTING THERE. 

Of course, you have never been to Gogebic, 
and I must tell you something about it. Its 
friends say it is on the line of the Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore & Western allroad. but it is not. 
It is five miles from the nearest station, which 
is likewise called Gogebic, and is in the wildest 
portion ef Northern Michigan, about eighteen 
miles from the line of Wisconsin.

We were riding peacefully up and down, and 
had lived through one-half the distance—each 
one firmly grasping the seat in order to prevent 
any exuggerated lurch from shooting his head 
through the roof of the vehicie—when suddenly 
we stopped. My eyes at the moment were 
directed towards KR. who appeared to be in 
great distress. He relaxed his hold on the 
board beneath him, and, looking doubtfully at 
his legs aud arms, while he moved them slight- 
ly, he said: They seem all right. I was not 
sure whetber they were still properly jointed. 
Is the engine broken? Are we off the track?“

was true, andlam glad that G—— said it; for 
otherwise I might never bave had th® pleasing 
opportunity of testifying to his veracity. 
Fortunately, therefore, both for him and my- 
self, there was on this occasion no opportunity 
for bemg otherwise tban truthful. 

It was almost evening when we reached the 
hotel and the lake. and the sight of the latter. ly- 
ing like a great sheet of polishedsilver bounded 
on every side by torests whose green was rap- 
idly darkening as the sun sank beuind the bills 
—or would have sunk if it had not been cloudy 
and raining—filied us with delight, a fullness 
and delight which. as R—— suid, were possibly 
hightened by the fact that we had not been 
filled with anything else for the last five 
hours. 

GOGEBIC YARNS. 

We found some other Chicago sportsmen 
stopping at the hotel. After supper they told 
a good many Gogebic fish stories. I think 
R—— believed them. One of these men was 
not ouly agreat fisberman, but a bear-killer 
also. He had shot a bear once, and had given 
a friend one of the bones as a memento. He 
told KR—— that his wrists would get tired in 
less than an bour haulingin bass. He wasa 
very entertaining person. 

After bearing all the extravagant things that 
were spoken about the wonders of this sports- 
man's paradise, I went to bed, with something 
of the exultant expectation I remembered hay- 
ing experienced several years ago after bang- 
ing up my stocking to attract the attention of 
good old Santa Claus. Alas, I find that I am as 
easily duped now as theu! 

I slept some, but dreamed more. Once I 
fancied I was surrounded by platoons of black 
and green bass as large as saimon, standing on 
their tails and fairly crushing me by their 
crowding; while, sitting on their bhaunches, on 
every side, were herds of deer, and bears, and 
wolves, and the other animals that F—— said 
were so plentiful there, of all colors and sizes, 
giggling at my predicament. 

Lawoke, breakfasted, and prepared for such 
a day’s sport as I bad never before seen. I bad» 
a rifle. a shotgun, a revolver, a fishing rod, 
and half a peck ot tackle. I was loaded for 
everything. After F——- saw my preparations he 
appeared troubled, and said he would take me 
into the boat with himself and boatman, and 
would, further, assume charge of my firearms 
until we reached the hunting-grounds. Iwas 
too polite to decline his offer, but when every- 
thing was put intoa boat about tweive feet 
long, and not half as wide,I felt certain we 
would be unable to bring back the large game, 
except possibly a deer or two. 

WAITING FOR A BITE. 

I remembered what the bear-killer at the 
hotel had told R——, and I resolved to use my 
wrists as little as possible in taking the bass 
out ot the water when they came scrambling 
around the boat. But they did not scramble 
around at all. They did not even “bite.” 
Something was wrong. Something always is 
wrong When I go fishing; there are always so 
many reasons why the fish do not bite. For 
example: the weather is too wet or too dry; 
the wind is too high, or too still, or is blowing 
in the wrong direction; the water is too 
rough or too smooth; it is the wrong 
time of the day; the = fish are not 
hungry. or they are spawning, or I have the 
wrong sort of bait; or the fishing is better on the 
other side, or at the other end of the lake, or 
in the cone,“ or around the point.“ or off 
tho bench; or there is something else that 
prevents me from getting the fisb. And here 
is another remarkable fact over which I have 
deeply pondered. However good the fishing 
may have been up to the time of my arrival, 
or may become immediately after my depart- 
ure, it is never good while, I stay around. 
During that time some one or more of the 
aforementioned unfavorable influences are al- 
ways in fullest activity. l 

And yet, on this occasion everything seemed 
to be just as it ought. FT— had put me at 
one end of a fine rod which was armed with a 
reel and an unkinkable line 300 feet long. At 
the farther end of the latter he tied on a 
“spoon” and some hooks. The spoon con- 
sisted of a piece of tin the size of an elongated 
half-dollar, polisbed brightly on one side and 
painted red on the other. 

We bad been broiling in the sun’s rays about 


two hours when I at last caught a fish, quite 


accidentally. Notwithstanding the exbilarat- 
ing nature of the sport down to that time, 1 
confess to having fallen asleep. Suddenly 1 
was awakened by something tugging away at 
my line, and I awoke just in time to avoid be- 
ing pulled overboard. I commenced ** reeling 
in. and tke more rapidly I reeled the harder 
the pulling became. F-—— got excited; so did 
IJ. WhenI had the hook-and-spoon end of the 
line within about fifteen feet of the boat, he 
called out to the boatman, “* Get your land- 
ing-net ready; the doctor's got a whale!” Just 
then I brought the puller’ in view. It was 
a huge mass of weeds. : 
THE BASS ACCEPT THE SITUATION. 

This was a great disappointment, but it was 
soon atoned for. A pull of a more jerky, 
snappish character eet me to reeling in again. 
Pretty soon an immense biack bass sprang out 
of the water about a hundred feet from the 
boat, then darted swiftly off to one side, then 
across in an opposit direction, and then out of 
the water again. At the end of each of these 
little journeys be found himself nearer to 


the bont. He was at last pretty close 
in, and then, after a vigorous twirl, 
ne teemed to loosen his bold, the 
t vo ® 
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double towards me. F shouted. He's gone 
under the boat! and quickly put his head over 
the other side to head him off. The action was 
successful. The frigntened fish caught sightof 
F s nose, already reddened at the tip, and 
mistaking it doubtless for another spoon.“ 
promptly returned to my. side, where there 
seemed to be less danger. As he neared the 
surface Jim—Jim was the boatman—neatly 
slipped a net under him, and fish number one 
lay in the bottom of the boat. He was a fine 
one, and looked as though he would weigh 
about ten pounds. F—— said he didn't think 
he would weigh over three. F—— was envious, 
and he evidently forgot that he bad previously 
told me that the bass in Gocebic usually 
weighed four pounds at birth.

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The Mourning Styles of France and En- 
gland Generally Followed in 
This Country. 


Independence Every Mourner’s Prerogative 


—Letters of Sympathy—Recreation 
and Return to Society. 


By common consent the wearing of black and 
withdrawal from society have come to be the 
proper mode of mourning the dead. Just how 
much black shall be worn and how long the 


seclusion shall continue are unsettled ques 


tions. Many people, especially those who al- 
low their grief to become morbid, make their 
lives one long chapter of grief by babituating 
themselves to black garments and sombre sur- 
roundings. Others entertain conscientious 
scruples which prevent the adoption of a 
mourning garb under any circumstances, and 
their convictions are respected. 

Periods of mourning differ in different coun- 
tries, and the American customs partake some- 
what of all. Mourning, according to the 
French, is classified as deep, ordinary, and 
half. In deep mourning only woul and crape 
are permissible, and not even a black linen 
collar is tolerated. For ordinary, black silks 
of lustreless finish are combined with wool if 
so desired, or the crape is merely removed 
and the stuffs trimmed with the same ma- 


terial. For balf, black is worn with 
white collars and cuffs; white with 
dead black trimmings or grey, purple, 


and lavender may be worn singly or combined 
with black. In England deep, second, and half 
mourning are recognized, but the textures are 
about the same as those selected by the French, 
deep mourning being solid black, either in 
stuffs alone, such as bombazine or cashmere, or 
combined with Grape; gray or mixed black is 
reserved for sevond; and black, white, laven- 
der, and purple for the half-mourning. 
TWO YEARS. 
The time for wearing black depends alto- 


gether on the degree of kinship. A wife mourns 
her husband two years, durmg which time 
she wears deep mourning six monthsPordinary 
the same period, and balf-mourning a year. 
That is the regulation time of sorrow in Eu- 
gland. and is usually adopted in America. Ifa 
woman has passed middie life, or prefers to 
consider her years and condition in dress, 
lavenders and white are ignored and neat black 
in any matérial substituted. She may if she 
hkes wear deep mourning the full term, or 
even retain crape and merino all ber life. But 
unless this garb is rich it is un- 
sightly, because of the plainness with 
which it shows wear and emphasizes dust 
creases, and is the most expensive toilet that a 
woman can select. In Paris six months deep 
black, six months ordinary, and six weeks of 
black and white, with gray or lavender for a 
change, are considered sufficient, after which a 
widow dons a black satin resplendent with jet, 
and resumes colors immediately after her first 
formal appearance in society. 

The program for Monsieur is even shorter, 
He takes off his gold watch-chain, diamonds, 
and cuff buttons, replacing them with a silk 
guard and jet ornaments. He wears deep 
mourning three months, and half mourning 
the same length of time. In the higher walks 
of French society a black outfit is worn dur- 
mg the first period, and only acrape band on 
the hat the latter part. But where economy 
has to be considered the demonstration is con- 


fined to the toilet accessories, such 
as handkerchiefs, hosiery, ties, jewelry, 
and stationery, and the weed is 


manipulated so that when the prescribed time 
has expired, it is not more than an inch wide. 
A sister or brother is mourned one month in 
deep and one in half black; an auntor uncle 
three weeks in haif; and acousin two weeks, 
A parent is mourned for not more than a year, 
but if there is a family of ‘children the time is 
shortened to one or three months, and not un- 
frequently it is discarded entirely after the 
funeral. Young children are never put in black, 
and young women adopt gray or mixed goods, 
Here, as in Engiand, a widow does not wear 
deep mourning longer than a year unless she 
has decided to retain the color all her life, in 
which case heavy mourning is worn two years, 
and after that only wools are used in the 
trousseau. 

The period of mourning would be for a first 
cousin six weeks—three in black and three 
half mourning; for a second cousin, three 
weeks; fora nephew or niece, three months. 
But the mourning for these relatives does not, 
after the funeral week, necessitate seclusion 
from society. 

RELATIVES. 

At the decease of an aunt or uncle for three 
months bleck would be worn, but in this case 
a fortnight at least would elapse before ** going 
out was resumed; at the death of a great 
aunt or uncle wourumg would be worn two 
months; for second cousins and distant con- 
nections, such as relatives by law, three weeks 
is the duration of black; for brothers 
and sisters six months is the prescribed 
period, during the first two of which 
mourners do not enter society. Grand- 
parents are mourned nine months, and 
the exclusion from society would average 
three months. The mourning of children tor 
their parents, or of parents for children, 
varies considerably, and is regulated according 
to the individual feeling, some extending the 
period to eighteen months, others limiting it to 
a year or six months. One year is the time 
usually adopted in America. A parent or cuild in 
mourning would not think of entering society 
under three months, and more punctilious 
persons would exclude themselves for six. 
Wives mourn for the relatives of their hus- 
bands just as they would for their own, and 
husbands pay the same deference to the rela- 
tives of their wives. 

Men in mourning are permitted to fo in 
society much earlier than women, but are re- 
stricted from giving any entertainments until 
the period has expired. 

The weeds for men’s hats vary in width ac- 
cording to the nearness of the relative for 
whose loss it is worn, except in the case of a 
wife’s demise, when the crape should cover 
three-fourths of a higu hat or three inches of 
a flat crown. 

It is considered in much better taste to wear 
simple and less expensive habiliments than 
formerly, and many women of refinenient in 
wearing the widow’s cap do away with the long 


‘crape veil entirely, only using it at the funeral. 


LETTERS OF CONDOLENCE, 

Funeral cards are never sent to city friends 
at the death of a near relative; while it would 
be considered a solecism to do so, their use is 
sanctioned for distant friends. Then prigted 
cards are selected, bordered with black. The 
inscription furnishes the name of deeeased, 
place and date of death, with time and place of 
burial. If these cards are delayed till after the 
obsequies a brief account of illness and death 
is penned, but sueh communications only go 
to the dearest familxk friends. N 

Cards are seut to a house of mourning, and 
may or may not contain an expression of sym- 
pathy, but only au intimate friendship affords 
one permission to write a letter of con- 
dolence. Long, torturing letters are bap- 
pily obsolete: brief ones, when the 
sympathy they express is genuine, are always 
acceptable and heip comfort a stricken heart. 
If you must write, write briefly, as did a frivo- 
lous society-woman once: 1 simply send you 
a press ot the hand.“ 

Console if you must, I can bear it,

SOCIAL PRIVILEGES. 


Seclusion from society need not cut one off 
from friendly communication nor lessen the 
considerate attention of friends. It is proper 
to call at the house of mourning at any time in 
person and make kind inquiry for the family. 
If the acquaintance is but slight, a visiting- 
card is left, with the lower left-hand corner or 
ali the left side folded over. It is not, bowever, 
etiquet to ask to sec any member of the family. 
The calls may be continued, and when the be- 
reaved feel disposed they will have 
the servant announce you. These cards 
are merely visiting cards and often have to 
inquire” written on thé upper corner. When 
persons in mourning desire to enter society 
again they would leave cards, without enter- 
ing, as an intimation that they are equal to 
paying and receiving calls in any case where 
invuiry has been made. These inquiry calls 
are recogn.zed by writing the words “*Thanks 
for kind inquiry.“ on .a mourning card. Until 
this intimation has been given society in gen- 
eral would not venture to intrude upen the 
seclusion of those in mourning. 


The question as to how soon persons in 


mourning should or should not reénter society 
is in some measure an open one. As regards 
very near relatives the regulation period of ex- 
clusion is rigidly adhered to, yet in case of 
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ified, 

Complimentary mourning, which is becom- 
ing more and more common, by no means ne- 
cessitates seclusion. For instance, whem a per- 
son chooses to wear black for a family friend, 
beloved minister, eminent physician, noted 
statesman, or for an employer, it is not oblig- 
atory to forego any reasonable amount of 
pleasu nor is it necessary to wear full 

k. attire may have about it the charm 
of novelty or suit to a nicety the complexion 
and general style of the wearer. But, be that 
as it may, a heavy garb of mourning is partio- 
ularly out of place in a gay company. 

A woman may attend a theatre, concert, or 
lecture in a costume black as wo and heavy as 
grief, three months after the death of a rela- 
tive, but the conventionalities would debar her 
from attending an opera, dinner, reception, or 
wedding. If people choose not to wear mourn- 
ing at all they can go to any or all places of 
amusement unchallenged, for they have as- 
serted the right to be independent, which must 
be respected by society. But, once don the 
habiliments of wo, and the dictates of society 
must be followed. 

LIGHTENING THE CRAPE. 

In the enaeavor to heed these mandates one 
may overdo the matter, as is very frequently 
the case among diffident people. Itis a very 
silly belief among those who sorrow deeply 
that a woman Jn full mourning may not walk, 
drive, or recreate, however temperately, for 
two years without a heavy crape veil over ber 
face, and itis a common remark among the 
censorious that she who lightens ber crape be- 
fore that time wears her sorrow lightly. These 
critics hold to the belief that a two-years’ pen- 
anee in wsackcloth reflects great credit on 
widow and orphan alike, Of sourse, no one 
says a woman may not wear her weeds all 
her life if she so chooses, but it is a question 
whether she does not seriously disturb the 
happiness and pleasure of the living in this ob- 
sequious regard for formalities. Formal- 
ity it is in nearly every instance, for physicians 
are almost unanimousin condemning a cus- 
tom which nine out of every ten men who 
have their wits about them before they shuf- 
fie off this mortal coil denounce. A doctor 
who is particularly loud in his denunciation 
of black says: 0, it is all woman's 
foible, this mourning business. 1 have 
heard hundreds of husbands tell their 
wives not to dress in dlack, and 
in a way they acquiesce. But the body is not 
cold before servants and friends are fiying 
over the city with mourning onders that must 
be filled instantly. They like the stuff; itis a 
change; makes them interesting, and then you 
see if a woman wants to get another husband, 
why her black is a regular advertisement. Of 
course the women will cur! their lips in scorn 
and denominate this Esculapius as a cynic. 

There are times and places when anything 
but black would be out of piace, but it does 
seem that a woman might wear black without 
accompanying it with sepulchral manners, 
doleful topics of conversation, and depressing 
black borders and crisp crape. Those ac- 
cessories, considered so indispensable, weigh 
heavily on mind and body. ‘

What the 
German-Americans demand is not that Kaiser 
Wilhelm, the Crown Prince, or Bismarck's iron 
rule be exalted on occasions of American Na- 
tional festivals (whoever believes that to be 
what they want is in error); they only require 
that President Blaine or any other President 
recognize them as equals in point of Ameri- 
can citizenship whenever anything happens 
that concerns them as individuals and citizens. 
They owe equal duties and they claim equal 
rights with their fellow-Americans of whatever 
former race or nationality; everything else 
having reference to their love and loyalty to the 
old countty and its Imperial Government 
every true German-American left benind him, 
when he shook the dust of Germany from his 


feet, divested himself of bis “subject 
and capacity” as a German, and 0be- 
came an American to all intents 
and purposes and for ail future time. 


We know positively that our Republican can- 
didate for the Presidency coincides fully with 
such genuine and true American sentiments of 
German-born American citizens, and we deem 
it as utterly superfious to publish or say any- 
thing at all concerning Mr. Blaine’s particular 
public bearing on the occasion of the York- 
town celebration or the extending of the Na- 
tional hospitality to the Steubens when in the 
United States on their late visit.

NEW YORE CITY. 
INVENTORY OF PAULDING, KEMBLE & co., 
FAILED GUN-FOUNDERS. 

New York, Sept. 20.—(Special.]|—Paulding, 
Kemble & Co., gun-founders and machinery- 
makers, who recently made an assigument to 
Charles J. Nourse Jr., are shown by the inven- 
tory and schedules to owe $64,609, and to have 
assets nominally worth $164,019, but actually 
worth only $3,963. The great difference be- 
tween the nominal and actual values of the 
assets is caused by the fact that most of 
the claims of the firm against debtors are 
uncoliectable on account of the insok 
vency of the debtors. Governeur Pauld- 
ing individually owes $1,857, and 
has assets nominally worth $384,726, but act- 
ually worth $4,626. His assets include 3,071 
shares of stock of the West Point Foundry of 
the par value of $370,100, but of no market 
value, the company having recently been com- 
pelled to procure an extension from its credit- 
ors. Governeur Kemble individually owes 
$101,979 to the Norwich Savings Society of 
Norwich, Conn. He owes $50,000, secured by 
a note of the American Tool Steel Company, 
indorsed by himself and others, and to the 
Providence Institution for Savings of Provi- 
dence, R. I. He owes also $50,000, secured 
by a note of James N. Paulding and 
others, indorsed by himseif and others, 
and by a mortgage on Brooklyn real estate. 
Both these debts are on account of money 
loaned by the banks to the American Tool Steel 
Company. His assets consist of stock, worth- 
less or having no market value, real-estate in- 
terests, and housebold furniture, nominaily 
Worth $45,491, but having an actual value of 
only $3,912. Peter Kemble owes nothing, and 
has stock and household furniture of the real 
value of only $2,847, although nominally worth 
$43,947. James N. Pauldmg's individual liabil- 
ities amountto $133,289, and are in the main 
similar to those of Governeur Kemble. He 
bas assets nominally worth $105,177, but of the 
actual value of only $19,697. 


CINCINNATL 
ASSIGNMENT OF BUCHMAN BROS. & co., CLOTH- 
IERS, 

CrncinnaTI, O., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—Bu- 
ohman Bros. & Co.—Alexander Buchman, 
Joseph Buchman, and Abraham Meyer—manu- 
facturers of men’s furnishing goods, made an 
assignment today to William J. Mack. Their 
liabilities will probably amount to $350,000. 
Chattel mortgages and other security was given 
to preferred creditors to the amount of $200,-

their assets, consisting of stock and book ac- 
counts. The Buchman Bros. are relatives of 
the Kindskopf Bros. who failed in New York 
yesterday.

ENEMIES OF THE OYSTER. 


The Sluggish Starfish Which Enyel- 
opes It, and the Patient Borer. 

New York Sun: By invitation of State Fish 
Commissioner E. G. Blackford, a number of 
persons interested in oyster-culture went on 
board the United States Fish Commissioners’ 
yacht, the Lookout, formerly owned by one 
of the Loriliards, at Fulton Ferry yester- 
day, and were conveyed to the Cold 
Spring hatcheries, near Oyster Bay, to see 
the progress made in investigating the 
causes of the decrease of oysters in the waters 
of this State, and in learning the extent of the 
ravages of the starfish and other animals 
which attack the oyster. Oyster-beds off Bay 
Ridge, and on the north and south shores of 
Long Island, once prolific, have become unpro- 
ductive. The last Legislature appropriated 
$5,000 for an investigation. Superintendent 
Frederick Mathgr and Prof. Rice are engaged 
in the work. 0 

At the Cold Spring Hatchery three men were 
opening oysters. Their object was to get oys- 
ters which contained oyster-seed, which is 
wanted for experiments. Out of a bushel not 
more than four or five seed-oysters could be 
found, as the season for oysters to spawn is al- 
most gone. The eggs of a female oyster, one 
authority says, number 128,000,000, but Prof. 
Rice said 50,000,000 was as many as be cared 
to estimate the number at, and only 
about one one-hundredth of 1 per cent, or one in 
10,000, was hatched. The difficulty has been to 
prevent the destruction of these from the time 
they swim freely about until they get to be 
spat, or oysters large enough to plant. They 
are tender, juicy morseis for many fish when 
they are very smail. Large wooden tanks of 
running salt water are fitted up with all man- 
ner of queer things, the object being to see 
what the oysters will attach themselves to. A 
salt-water pond also has just been made, that 
experiments may be made with different kinds 
of bottom. Oystermen want to know what is 
the best bottom for beds. 

Much has been learned recently about the 
oyster,” said Prof. Rice. It has heart. liver, 
stomach, mouth, and even indications of a 
nervous system. In analyzing the contents of 
its stomach nothing but vegetable matter has 
ever been found.“ 

Last week the Commission placed in ponds in 
Long Island 20,000,000 young oysters hatched 
artificially. They are as big asthe point of a 
pin when they are two days olc, and grow rap- 
idly. One of the chief aims of the Commission 
is to eduéate oystermen in the science of oyster 
cultivation. A few days ago 156 printed ques- 
tions were sent to all the oystermen in the vi- 
cinity asking specifically for information about 
the nature history of the private beds, 
what effect changes in the channel have on the 
and whether gales of wind disturb them, 
whether sudden changes in temperature affect 
the growth of the oysters, what are the best- 
flavored oysters, what.effect fresh water bas in 
flowing over the bed, and also all that may be 
known about the oyster’s enemies, and ita dis- 
eases. These 156 questions the oystermen are 
to return with answers to Commissioner Black- 
ford, } 

The worst enemies of the oyster are the star- 
fish and the borer. Starfish in Long Island 
Sound abound at n seasons of the year 
on the Connecticut t, and when the oyster 
in

on their prey, or to roll themselves into balls 
three or four in and dritt with

melts away and the sep- 
arated starfish begin to feed. A starfish can 
crawl on sea bottom and can float, but it makes 
slow progress in swimming. When oystermen 
see these bundles of starfish they go out with 
dredges so made that the heavier oyster re- 
mains on its bed, but the lighter starfish are 
scooped up, and it has been known that in one 
day a dredge scooped up three big scowfuls of 
starfish. They were used as a fertilizer. There 
is not enough substance to them to make them 
fit for eating. They are like a puff-ball, all 
outside and no inside. 

Three starfish at the hatcheries are having a 
good time feeding on oysters. They fasten 
each One on an oyster, with the middie of the 
star in the centre of the oyster’s shell. Then 
the adjustable stomach slowly comes out of the 
creature and spreads around the edges of the 
shell until the vital economy of the starfish is 
mostly out of doors, while the oyster’s lips are 
sealed. As soon as it opens the shells to take 
in water and nourishment, as is its habit twice 
in twenty-four hours, the starfish throws out a 
secretion which resembles gastric juice, and 
which kills the oyster. Then the starfish ap- 

ropriates the oyster and pulls in its stomach. 

o method of destroying starfish other than 
that now used has been discovered, but it 1s 
getting a scientific investigation which may be 
bad for it some time or other. 

The borer is also being investigated. Prof. 
Rice showed one at work yesterday which had 
been at work two weeks, and had drilled a hole 
in the edge of the shell where there was no 
meat. Then it let go, traveled around on the 
oyster as a snail does on a log, and took up a 
new position, where in two weeks more it will 
strike oil. It bores a hole as large as a large 
pin makes, and then sucks the oyster through. 
Ite auger is supposed to be the rough end of its 
tongue, which bas a horny tip and scrapes in a 
rotary way, around and back, day and night. 
It is born on the oyster-sheil, and its pointed 
shell grows to be half an inch long. The ani- 
mal inside can pull itself around by its one 
foot, which lies flat on its stomach, while its 
tongue or drill is at work. It exists every- 
where im this part of the world. 

Anotber enemy of the oyster is the drum- 
fish, which eats young oysters, cracking the 
sbells like paper. Whether they swallow the 
shells is not known. 

A worse enémy is mud. Dumping refuse in 
New York Bay has done as much as sludge 
acid to kill oysters. On board of the Lookout 
yesterday dredgings were made in Cold Spring 
harbor, and what had been full-grown oysters 
had been smothered in the mud, the shelis 
clinging together in bunches as big as a man’s 
hat. Itis not because mud settles on oysters 
that they die, but that they fall on mud, and, 
alter they grow large and heavy, settle into it 
and die, 

“ The experiments this year in oyster-culture 
must be finished in a week,“ Commissioner 
Biackford said, as the spawning season is al- 
most over.“ 


A VILLAGE IN AN UPROAR. 


Trying to Separate an Unmarried 
Couple by Unearthly Noises—Hanged 
in Effigy. 

Reading (Pa.) Dispateh to New York Sun: 
Passengers on the trains of the Reading Road 
this morning were surprised to see the stuffed 
figures of-a man and woman in loving embrace 
dangling from the telegraph-wires near the 
station of the Village of Leesport. Last night 
these figures were ridden on a rail by at least 
250 masked young men and boys with blackened 
faces, and in all sorts of fantastic costumes. 
They had every variety of rude instruments 
that would makea discordant noise, from the 
giant bull-fiddle to the tin horn. Such aracket 
was never before heardin the village. They 


had drums, fifes, anvils, tin-pans, boat-horns, 
big organ pipes, hotel-gongs, bells, fish-borns, 
and other noise-making instruments. The 
noise was heard a mile away, and the villagers 
held their ears but cheered on the serenaders. 

The object of their wrath was William P. 
Reeser, 55 years of age, a widower, whoilives 
in a vine-clad two-story stone cottage a square 
from thedepot. His respected wife died a year 
ago. A few weeks ago Mrs. Emanuel Kersh- 
ner deserted her husband and took up her 
abode with Reeser. This horrified the villagers. 
Mr. Kershner had been called away on busi- 
ness, and their two crippled daughters aged 18 
and 20, mere midgets, were obliged togo with 
their mother. This added fuel to the flame. 
The villagers warned the woman to leave Reeser, 
which warning she didnot heed, but rather 
defied public sentiment. They accordingly de- 
termined to drive them out, and resorted to the 
fearfully discordant serenade. For five nights 
they have whooped it up from 7 until 11 o'clock, 
but the couple apparently were not disturbed, 
the woman ironing at the window, saying she 
could stand it if they could. Last night, how- 
ever, the house was surrounded by the noisiest 
crowd that ever assembied there. The racket 
was simply terrificOto any one compeiled to 
listen to it. Reeser couldn't stand it, and 
hurriedly left the house in one direction, while 
the woman led hercrippled children in another. 
The storm of noise continued until 11, when the 
mob hung the effigies in front of Reeser’s 
house. 

Reeser and the woman and children quietly 
stole back again this morning. Reeser called 
upon Squire Rahn and demanded protection, 
but be was told he would have to apply else- 
where. A crowd speedily gathered about him, 
and Reeser dropped tothe ground in a dead 
faint. Soon afterward he was taken home. He 
says he’will not drive the woman away, that 
she is respectable, and simply his housekeeper. 
The woman said sbe quarreled with her hus- 
band about a church question, he being a 
Methodist and she a Lutheran. Today her hus- 
band began a euit for divorce. 

Tonight the village was again ina tremend- 
ous uproar. The serenaders were augumented 
by many from other points, and the villagers 
were compelled to close up their homes. To- 
morrow strong delegations from at least a 
dozen villages will take part inthe serenade, 
bringing into play the most diabolical noise- 
producing machines they can suggest. The 
older villagers encourage them and promise 
to pay all costs in case of arrest. Reeser has 
applied to Sheriff Boyer for protection, declar- 
ing that he is afraid of his life. Some hint that 
the couple will be treated to a coat of tar and 
feathers if they do not separate or leave the 
village.

RBaAILROADS 


The Western Managers Unable to 
Harmonize on Colorado and 
Utah Rates. 


Lumber Rates Reduced — East. Bound 
Freight Business Bracing Up 
a Trifle. 


The Week's ShipmentsIncrease Due to 
Rate-Outting—General Rail 
Notes. 


No Agreement Yet on Colorado and 
Utah Matters—More Meetings This 
Week—Another Reduction in Lum- 
ber Rates. 

‘The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the Western roads met again yester- 
day morning. The managers explained to the 
General Freight Agents the temporary agree- 
ment regarding Nebraska rates, and requested 
them to withdraw and, together with the new 
arbitrator, Mr. J. F. Tucker, prepare new tar- 
iffs in accordance with the new agreement. 

The arrangement is substantially as stated in 
yesterday's Trisune, that instead of all the 
Nebraska competitive business only the cattle 
business sbali be pooled; all other business, 
competitive and local, is to be done in the same 
manner as heretofore, but agreed rates are to be 
maintained. Mr. Tucker has been invested with 
about the same powers that Mr. Fink has over 
Eastern business. He is to see to it that tariff 
rates are maintained, investigate all charges 
preferred against any of the roads, and in case 
he should find that any of the lines have been 
guilty ot cutting rates he is authorized to or- 
der a general reduction by all the lines to the 
lowest cut rate. Reports and statistics will 
bave to be submitted to the Commissioners of 
the various existing associations the same as 
beretofore. | 

The General Managers again took up the 
Colorado and Utah complications and tried 
hard to effect a ‘temporary settlement on 
substantially the same basis as on 
Nebraska business. But General Manager 
Robinson of the Santa F would 
not recede from his position. President 
Strong, before leaving for the East Friday 
evening, instructed Mr. Robinson not to agree 
to anything uniess the tripartite roads agree to 
suspend their contract as far as it alfecied the 
Santa Fé interests; and for this reason aii ef- 
forts to induee Mr. Robinson to change bis po- 
sition proved futile. Finding that it was im- 
possible to make any further headway regard- 
ing the Colorado and Utah affairs, and not 
wishing to ubanden the attempts to adjust 
those affairs, as the successful carrying out of 
the Nebraska agreement. greatly depends on 
the final outcome of those matters, it was de- 
cided to adjourn until next Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, when these questions will 
again be taken up for consideration. 
President R. R. Cable of the Rock Isiand and 
Vice-President Marvin Hughitt of the North- 
weatern left for New York yesterday after- 
noon, and will not be present at Wednesday's 
wecting. But Mr. W. M. Sage of the Rock Ie 
and and Mr. H. C. Wicker of the Northwestern 
have proxies to represent their roads at the 
meeting. It is believed that Mr. Cabic's and 
Mr. Hugnitt's trip has some connection with 
these affairs. This at least is indicated by the 
fact that the mecting adjourned over until 
Wednesday instead of Monday. Mesérs. Cable 
and Hughitt will bave had time to consult with 
the directors of their respective roads by that 
time and then telegraph results. 

The General Freight Agents and Arbitrator 
Tucker, after baving retired from the mana- 
gers’ meeting, took into consideration the dif- 
culties regarding the Missouri Kiver lumber 
business. A strong effort was made to restore 
rates both for the old Southwestern lumber 
pool lines as well as the Western Lumber Ae 
sociation. But the efforts were in vain. It 
was found that since the dissolution of the 
lumber pool the day previous most of the 
roads bad entered into large contracts with 
shippers which could not be abrogated, and it 
was found that some lines had even gone 80 
far as to make contracts at a less rate than the 
one agreed upon the day previous (12 cents). 
The only thing, therefore, that could be done 
to place all lines on an even basis was to make 
astilifurtber reduction, and accordingly the 
rate was reduced to 10 cents per 100 pounds 
from Chicago to Missouri River points. The 
question of rates on Nebraska business was then 
@aken up, the consideration of which consumed 
aliday. The new tariffs were not completed, 
and an adjournment was had until Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock. It is understood that 
the new tariffs will differ but little from the 
reguiar ones beretofore in effect. Mr. J. F. 
Tucker, who was elected arbitrator and chief 
executive officer of the Nebraska agreement, 
has every reason to feel proud of the manner 
in which he bas been treated by the managers 
throughout the proceedings thus far. In every 
instance where a question was left for arbitra- 
tion he was Unanimously named as arbitrator. 
In one or two instances where more than one 


arbitrator was named Mr. Tucker was 
one of them. Eyery road was 
wiliing to leave the adjustment 


of its difficulties entirely to his judgment 
and abide by his decision. It showed that 
they all had the utmost confidence in bis abil- 
ity, judgment, integrity, and fairness. A good 
word is also due to Mr. McMullin, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Alton, who has labored most assid- 
uously day and night to get the contending 
factions closer together, and to his abie 
and indefatigable efforts is due what bas 
been accomplished thus far. But for his tact 
and good judgment while presiding over the 
meetings a geueral break-up would have been 
the result apd an energetic war would now be 
in progress. 


Slight Increase in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments, Ascribed to Cutting of 
Rates. 

There was an increase in' last week's east- 
bound shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from this city of about 6,000 tons, but the 
sbipments were still about 14,000 tons jess than 
for the corresponding week last year. This in- 
crease gives but little encouragement to the 
railroads, as at this season of the year the new 
wheat and oats are usually coming forward 
quite freely, and shipments therefore ought to 
be unusually beavy. No new grain worth 
speaking of is going forward at present. The 
slight increase in shipments during the week is 
claimed to be principally due to the cutting of 
rates on the part of some of the lines. 
Itis positively claimed that the rates are 
being cut by several of the roads, but it is 
bard to secure evidence on which to buse posi- 
tive charges, It becomes more certain every 
day that something will have to be done 
speedily to prevent serious trouble. There is 
no demand whatever for export business, and 
the little that is going forward is for immediate 
local consumption at Eastern points. Farmers 
refuse to sell their products at the prevailing 
low prices in thie market, thinking they have 
nothing to lose by holding their stuff, as they 
cannot well get lower prices hereatter. Atter 
deducting the prevailing freight charges the 
farmer would at present not get enough to 
pay bim the cost of production. The little 
business that has been shipped East from 
this city goes by the lake lines, as 
shippers cannot afford to pay the prevailing 
high railroad rates. If the railroads mean to get 
any of this business they are compelled to cut 
the rates. Andas some of the roads cannot 
afford to do without through business they do 
not hesitate to cut whenever a considerabie 
amount of business is offered. It this goes on 
much longer it will be futile to attempt to main- 
tain uniform rates; each road will make such 
rates as it deems best for its interest. Such a 
result will accelerate the dissolution of the 
east-bound pools, and this the Eastern trunk 
lines and Commissioner Fink are trying to pre- 
vent. They are rapidly coming to the conclu- 
sion that the only way to preveut a war in rates 
and a dissolution of the pools is to order a 
a general reduction in rates and then try to 
even up the pooling percentages on those re- 
duced rates. It is understood that a general 
meeting of the Joint Executive Committee will 
be held in New York next Tuesday to take 
definit action in reeard to these questions, and 
itis the general opinion that a reduction in 
rates to a 20-cent baste will be ordered. t is 
doubtful, however, whether a 20-ceut rate will 
now have the desired effect. The opinion is 
that rates will have to be reduced to 
15-cent basis if the railroads 
increase their business material- 
before tbe close of navigation, 
The sanguine expectations of the railroad peo- 
ple that the annual heavy crops this season 
would so materially increase their business and 
earnings as to get them over their flnancial dif- 
ficulties are gradually vanishing. ! 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions by the various railroad lineg east trom 
this city for the week ending Sept. 20 amount- 
ed to 34,159 tons, against 25,802 tons for the 
week previous.

A meeting of the General Man- 
agers of all the Western roads 16 to be held in 
this city Oct. 21 to effect an agreement by 
which the issue of free transportation on ac- 
count of business can be regulated. It is 
found almost impossible to maintain uniform 
rates so long as this matter is not regulated.

They 
are enlisted by bounties, or recruited by press 
gangs; and though they little deserve their 
name, being always ready to turn tail when 
their officers lose heart, yet they will go like 
herds of antelopes behind a General who leads 
them with spirit.

Activity in Grain Freights—An Advance 
in Coal Freights. 


4 FALL GALE 
THE OUT-BOUND FLEET PRIVEN BACK. 

The large out-bound fleet that left the harbor 
Friday evening was driven back by one of the 
heaviest gales of the season. The fleet had worked 
down the lake as far as Grosse Point, when, at 
about 10 o’clook, the wind suddenly hauled around 
to the northward and commenced to fresben up. 
From a stiff head wind it gradually increased in 
violence until it devéloped into a furious gale, be- 
fore which everything was compelled to Ay or seek 
shelter under the lee of the land. At mid- 
night the wind was blowing fully fifty 
miles an hour and the lake was trans- 
formed into & wilderness of seething foam. 
The greater portion of the fleet obtained shelter 
without sustaining any mishap, but several vessels 
were less fortuate. A number lost their small 
canvas and others had booms and light spars car- 
ried away. One vessel was completely demolished. 
Just before daybreak the storm commenced to sub- 
side, although there was a stif breeze all day 
yesterday. Last evening the wind canted to the 
eastward and the storm-bound fleet got away again 
with but few exceptions. The grain-laden schr 
John Kelderhouse, which left for Port Huron 
Friday afternoon, was among those that ran back. 
She lost her squaresail-yard and. left again last 
night after having the damage repaired. The schr 
Chester B. Jones bad her bowsprit and headgear 
carried away, and the large schr Moonlight came in 
with her mainsail badly split. 

Loss OF THE CAPPELLA. 

The only mishap of any consequence was the 
wreck of the small fore and aft schr Cappella. 
which was converted into kindling-wood while 
trying to make the harbor. She left for the enst 
shore early in the evening and was about ten miles 
of shore when the gale burst. Her crew consisted 
of but two men, including Capt. Simpson, her 
owner, The gale came upon them 80 rapidly that 
they were unable to get the veasel’s canvas reefed 
down, and the first squall split the foresail from 
boom to gaff. Disabled by the loss of her canvas 
the vessel was difficult to handle. and, being light, 
rolied heavily. Heavy seas swept over her and 
the two men expected to see her fil 
and plunge to the bottom. They managed to 
keep her afloat, however, und headed her for Chi- 
cago. The lookout at the life-saving station sighted 
her at an early hour yesterday morning. She was 
then inside the outer breakwater and was heading 
for the piers, but her Captain seems to have mis- 
taken the beacon light for the pierhead light, as 
the little vessel brought up between the two and 
pluoged headiong onto the north pier. She struck 
with a crash, and a few minutes later was a mass 
of spliaters. The men jumped ou the pier without 
iajury, The life-saving crew endeavored to senda 
tug to assist the vessel, but none would go, as the 
undertaking was « perilous one and the ves- 
sel hardly worth saving. At daylight 
there was nothing to be seen of the vessel 
but some broken spars and timbers which were 
washed ashore. The life-saving crew assisted the 
Captain in saving a portion of the rigging. Tne 
Cappella hailed from Muskegon and was bullt in 
1850. She was valued at about $1,000, and was not 
insured.

The annual report of the Floating Hospital

REMONSTRANCE FROM NEW STOCKHOLM. 

A correspondent writes to THe TRIBUNE 
upon the subject of ap article published a few 
days ago, entitled “‘ Inviting Fire.“ The writer 
says she (for it is a woman) is one of the oldest 
residents of New Stockbolm, having lived there 
for eleven years. The houses were all built by 
Mr. C. H. McCormick, and before the erection 
of frame byildings was prohibited. One house 
now in process of erection was frame, but is 
receiving a brick addition. There is another 
house in the place constructed entirely of brick. 
The houses, continues the correspondent, are 
all upon one Diock, and naturally they have but 
one alley, and the sheds and outhouses are 
along that alley, so they are quite a dis- 
tance from the -dwellings. There is 
1 six-foot passage between all 
the houses. In front of the houses is a wide 
stretch of prairie and they can see at least a 
mile distant. The streets are fully as wide and 
good as the improved streets of the city. They 
have city water from the pipes on Twenty- 
sixth street, only three blocks distant. There 
is not a well or Ya small dirty creek’’ in the 
place. Several of the houses have water-pipes. 
There is a fire-hydrant at each end of the block 
and an alarm-box, consequentiy New Stock- 
holm is as well protected as many of the biocks 
in the city.

A BIG GRIST OF DIVORCE BUSINESS. 

The divorce business that has been ac- 
cumulating the ldst two months was taken up 
yesterday by Judges Gardner and Moran. 
There were over seventy-five cases on the two 
calendars, the largest number that has ever 
been made up for a day's hearing in the history 
of Cook County. In a large number of the 
cases, however, the parties failed to make their 
appearance, either because they had de- 
termined to endure the matrimonial yoke a 
littie longer, or because they had more im- 
portant business on hand. Very many of the 
numerous cases remaining were of interest. 

There was the possibility of a scandal com- 
mg to light when a saloonkeeper named August 
Elser related the story of his wife’s infidelity 
and said she had confessed to being intimate 
with at least four men—prominent 
business men of Chicago. The Judge, bon 
ever, showed not the slightest desire to bear 
the names of these local luminaries, and in- 
stead read the saloonkeeper a lecture on his 
duty as a husband. 

One of the first cases heard by Judge Moran 
was that of Fannie Bolter against Samuel Bol- 
ter. She is a soubret under the name of 
Fanny Hooker, and he a character actor. Her 
last engagement Here wos at the Grand Opera- 
House in the *“‘American Style company. 
Mrs. Bolter was married March 14, 1876, and 
lived with him until about two years ago, when 
he left ner. She got a decree. 

After several uninteresting cases Judge 
Moran called “Skinner vs. Skinner,” and a 
woman“ fair, fat; and forty,“ atose and was 
sworn. She is the woman who achieved noto- 
riety recently by horsewhipping Mrs. Almena 
P. Allen, her husband’s mistress. Oscar Skin- 
ner, the husband, is a grocer on West Madison 
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he installed Mrs. Allen as his housekeeper. Mrs. 
Allen's night-dress was once tound by Mrs. 
Skinner in Mr. Skinner's bedroom. In refuta- 
tion of his calumhy against her, that she was 
never married to him, she produced on the 
witness stand her marriage certificate, signed 
by the late Rev. C. B. Thomas, and a license is- 
sued by L. P. Hilliard, the County Clerk at 
the time the ceremony was performed. John 
Miner said he had been employed by Mr. 
Allen to obtain proof of the guilt of the latter's 
wife. They procured aiadder from a neigh- 
boring roller-skating rink and climbed to the 
bedroom window’ of Skinner's house. The 
light from a dark-lantern furnished the evi- 
dence they wanted. The Judge granted a de-

a THE POLICE FORCE. 
MEANS PROPOSED FOR INCREASING THE NUM- 
BER OF PATROLMEN. 

The question of applying $100,000 of the sur- 
plus saloon- license fund for the purpose of in- 
creasing the police foree has been a matter of 
considerable discussion befo the Council 
Committees on Finance and Police. As it was 
not expected that the revenue from this source 
would be so large no provisions could be made 
for additional police at the time the appropria- 
tion bill was passed. There are at present 620 
policemen, which includes those stationed at 
tunnels and crossings, those in citizen’s clothes, 
officers, desk sergeants, and those assigned to 


of which number seventy-five are assigned to 
day duty and 225 to night work. There are 
18,000 acres to be traversed in the city, making 
an average of eighty acres or one-fourth 
of a wile by .one-balf of a mile to 
be covered by each policeman. The $100,000 
which it is proposed to appropriate will allow 
an increase of 400 policemen, nearly all of 
whom could be placed on patrol duty, and 
hence decrease the distance to be traveled less 
than one-half. Chief Doyle says with the pres- 
ent small force it is absolutely impossibie to 
properly protect tne city, and a policeman can- 
not be made responsible for his district, since 
be has so much territory to cover. The Citi- 
zens’ Association, which investigated the mat- 
ter, also recommended that 400 additional po- 
licemen be ted in the manner named. 
The Committee on Poiice bad the subject under 
consideration, and the question arose as to the 
legality of appropriating additional sums of 
money after the Appropriation bill bad been 
passed. on-Couvsel Winston was 
asked for an opinion, and yesterday submitted 
one, in which be held that an appropriation 
could not be legally made by the Council until 
the next appropriation bill was before it. He, 
bowever, suggested that if a petition signed by 


a majority of the voters in the city were 


secured asking for the passage of an ordinance 
authorizing the expenditure oi the sum named 
for police purposes, it could safely be acted 
upon; or the question could be submitted toa 
vote of the people. He thought the latter 
course the best to pursue, as a general election 
wks near at band, and there would be but littie 
expense. If the $100,000 could be secured in 
this way it would be sufficient to sustain the 
additional force desired until the next appro- 
priation bill could be made. 

It is probable that the Committee on Police 
will recommend the passage of an ordinance 
submitting the proposition toa popular vote. 


THE RECORDER'S OFFICE. 
THE JUDGES TO DECIDE REGARDING IHE AP- 
POINTMENT OF SUBORDINATES, 


There was a secret conference in Judge 
Rogers’ private rooms yesterday morning to 
discuss the request of the County Board Com- 
mittee on Finance for the Judges of the Cir- 
cuit Court to rescind the action whereby 
Recorder Brockway had been granted the ex- 
olustve richt to employ his own janitors and 
watchmen. There were present Chief Justice 
Rogers and Judges Moran and Barnum, 
of the Circuit Court; Recorder Brockway and 
his counsel, Messrs. Swett and Tuthill; Commis 
sioners Senne, Wasserman, Mattocks, and Van 
Pelt, County-Attorney Low, and Assistant- 
County-Attorney Sullivan. 

Commissioner Mattocks stated that the ques- 


tion to be submitted to the Judges 
was whether the County Board, the 
Sherif, or other county official had 


the right to control the County Building and 
watch over its rooms. It was also asked that 
all orders heretofore entered by the Circuit 
Court in this direction be rescinded, 

Judge Rogers said the sole question before 
the court was that of rescinding the order 
of March 10, 1883, giving to Recorder Brockway 
the right to employ a janitress to clean his 
his office. 

Considerable talk was then indulged in by the 
various parties interested, the Commissioners 
and their attorneys airing the recent develop- 
ments in the Recorder's office, and claiming 
that there might still be going on schemes to 
cover up what had already been done, and that 
it was possible to carry ou the same unless the 
County Board could step im and place 
Creatures of its own making, and not 
of the Recorder's, to have charge of 
the office, watch over its records, and keep the 
rooms clean. Recorder Brockway and his at- 
torneys claimed that he should have complete 
control in the matter. A janitor naturally 
visited every room, and bad, access to every 
book, and therefore it was a matter of vital im- 
to the Recorder that he should know 
just whom he was employing. Mr. Brockway 
also claimed that any such acdon as was con- 
templated by the County Board would invali- 
date his bond. 


After taking up nearly an hour the confer- 
ence was adjourned and the Judges deliberated 
fora few moments, when Judge rs came 


into the court-room and announced that the 
question was considered of such importance 
that it had been determined not to take action 
until it was possible to discuss it before a full 
bench. Judge Tuley not being in the city and 
Judge McAllister not baving been present, a 
decision would therefore be held in reserve 
until such time as all could be in attendance, 
which would probably be in three or four days. 


COLLEGE OF PHARMACY. 
ADVANTAGES AND PROSPECTS OF THE CHICAGO 
INSTITUTION. 

Among the numerous fire-proof buildings 
erected recently in Chicago there is one of 
comparative!y unpretentious external appear- 
ance, which nevertheless deserves mention— 
the Chicago College of Pharmacy Building. 
There are only two Colleges of Pharmacy in 
this country which have complete new build- 
ings for their special uses, and both are located 
in the West. The St. Louis College of Phar- 
macy has this year erected a very good build- 
ing, both ample, convenient, and well equipped; 
but its capacity is about one-half that of the 
new building of the Chicago College. The 
lecture theatre of the Chicago College seats 
nearly 600, and is arranged with especial 
reference to its uses. The platform is provided 
with effective contrivances for facilitatingytne 
use of apparatus. Excellent arrangements 
have been made for light, heat, and ventilation 
throughuot the building. The severai laborato- 
ries are provided with special flues and hoods 
for carrying off the noxious gases generated in 
chemical. work. ' 

The Chicago College of Pharmacy was incor- 
porated in 1859. In common with nearly all 
the others, it is maintained by an association 
of local druggists. Any reputable druggist 
can join the assuciation on the payment of the 
nominal fees, and the present membership is 
about sixty. The fees charged the students 
for tuition are barely sufficient to cover the 
necessary expenses. When the apparatus, li- 
brary, and other property of the college were 
destroyed in the fire the loss was at once to a 
greatextent made up by voluntary contribu- 
tions from friends of pharmaceutical education 
in the United States, Great Britain, and other 
countries. At present the institution ie in a 
most flourishing condition. There were 200 
students last year, and this number promises 
to be greatly increased the coming session, 
which begins Oct. 13.

THE MARINE HOSPITAL. 
MEASURES TO BE TAKEN FOR ITS IMPROVE- 
MENT. 

A small party, including Congressman Adams 
and Collector Spalding, drove out to the Marine 
Hoepital yesterday afternoon to look over 
grounds in connection with the improvements 
which it is desirable to make. For some reason 
the work on the breakwater for which 
Congress appropriated $8,000 bas been de- 
layed until it is feared the breakwater will 
not be completed this fall. It will consist of 
two rows of spiles three feet apart, to extend 
from the north end of the ground 180 feet into 
the lake, thence 530 feet to the south end of 
the ground. This amount of land has been 
washed into the lake since the hospital was es- 
tablished in 1872. Heavy storms also drive the 
waves Over the slight embankment at the edge 
of @ shore, causing a smal! lake to form in- 
side, which reaches nearly to the building, and 
is haying a bad effect on its foundations, caus- 
ing the building to settle some on that side. 
For this reason the bospital authorities are 
very anxious to have the breakwater com- 
pleted before the fall storm, as the one last 
year washed away twenty feet of the beach, 
leaving it in a prime condition for the lake to 
continue its work. 

The main object of the visit, however, was to 
get at the cost of improving the grounds, 
which have remained the original sandhills, 
with the exception that they are worse, owing 
to the holes dug in the construction of the 
building. Along the south side the sand is 
drifted nearly to the hight of the fence at pres- 
ent, but on the advent of a southeast wind the 
drifts are sifted over the grounds after a fash- 
ion that makes life miserable. It was esti- 
mated that by an appropriation of $15,000 the 
grounds could be laid out in a tasty manner, 
with $3,000 remaining for the planting of trees. 


SOUTH SANITARIUM. 
WHAT ITS FRIENDS HAVE IN VIEW. 

The ball under the auspices of the South Side 
Sanitarium will take place Nov. 20 at Battery 
D Hall. Everything will be done to make this 
event a success. The Sanitarium is one of the 
most deserving institutions in Chicago. Be- 
tween July 1 and Sept. 15 no less than 781 chil- 
dren were cared for. The managers of the 
Sanitarium wish to buy the ground on which it 
stands, as it is considered the best lot for the 
purpose on the South Side. If the lot was 
bought, a house would be built where the in- 
fants could be kept during the night; whereas 
now they are taken back to their dirty homes. 
A kindergarten would also be built where 
mothers could leave their infants when they 
went to work during-the day. There are doubt- 
less many poor women in Chicago who would 
willingly go to work were they able to leave 
their young family in good care. A training- 
school for young girls from 18to 18 years of 
age could then be organized. Here the glris 
would be instructed in all the various atten- 
tions which infants and young children re- 
quire, The girls would be paid a salary of $1.50 
or $2 per week, and would be taught sewing 
and other accomplishments. If such an insti- 
tution were organized it is believed that a great 
many young girls would be saved from idle- 
ness and evil. The Sanitarium, however, is in 
need of funds, and all contributions towards 
helping it in its project will be gratefully re- 
ceived, 


THE NEWBERRY WILL. 

REHEARING GRANTED BY THE SUPREME COURT. 

Miss Julia R. Newberry, daughter of Walter 
R. Newberry, died in 1876, leaving an estate 
worth about $110,000, and a will bequeathing 
the property to her mother, but on the condi- 
tion that the mother first execute a will giving 
balf of the estate at her death to any female 
charitable institutuon in Chicago. The will 
was duly probated, E. W. Blatehtord being ex- 
ecutor, Mrs. Newberry, however, claimed all 
the estate as next of kin to her daughter, und 
the Probate Court ordered it to be given her. 
The Woman's Hospital of the State of Illinois 
subsequently filed a bill in the name of 
the State-Att orney to bave the trust declared 
in the willexecuted and the property devised 
to it, as being the only institution in Chicago 
answering the charity intended by Miss New- 
berry. The Chicago Hospital for Women and 
Chiidren also intervened, claiming it was en- 
titled to share inthe bequest. The case was 
argued at langth in the Circuit Court, and a 
decision given by Judge Tuley in August, 
1883, by which Mrs. Newberry was given abso- 
lute control and full ownership of the property 
without limitation. The Appellate Court af- 
firmed the decree, and an appeai was taken to 
the Supreme Court. The opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, filled May 19 last, sustained the 
decrees of the Circuit and Appellate Courts. 
The Supreme Court yesterday granted a re- 
hearing of the case. 


NO AGENTS NEED APPLY. 
A WOMAN WHO DOESN'T WANT A NEW SEWING- 
MACHINE. 

Cu1cAGo, Sept. 12.—[Editor of The Tribune. | 
—Not long ago, finding that my sewing-machine 
must be replaced by anew one, I decided to 
get rid of it as soon as I could. I accordingly 
sent for a second-hand dealer to come and look 
atit. His offer, which was soon made, was 
considered very fair and quite satisfactory; 80 
it was accepted, and he soon after sent for the 
machine. So far, so good; and now, I thought, 
it will be a very easy matter to get just exactly 
what I want, for I had always supposed ore 
could buy anything just when it was wanted in 
this great city, provided always there was 
enough money in the family purse. Then, too, 
I felt much encouraged over my successful ef- 
forts at selling the old one so readily, for I had 
expected trouble there. My plan was to go down 
on State street and visit the various salesrooms 
there and in that vicinity, and thus satisfy my- 
self in regard to the merits of the several ma- 
chines. However, I was delayed by one thing 
after another for several days, and when, one 
afternoon, an agent of the D—— called and 
suggested sending one of their machines up 
for trial I consented, thinking perhaps this 
would be after all the best way. In due time 
(atter an bour or so) the machine arrived, and 
the man who brought it up said the teacher 
will be here tomorrow morning.” I did not 
wait for her, but went to work at it myself, and 
soon was so charmed with the work I could do 
that I decided at once I would buy it; 
it was such an improvement over the 
old one, over which I had so often 
groaned, That my decision was a hasty one 
was proven by subsequent events, said events 
being crowded into the brief space of two days.

Being 
a novice in the business I replied in the aflirm- 
ative, adding that I had about decided on the 
style and make I should purchase, Alas, that 
unlucky little word, about —it opened the 
way for afresh attack. He immediately seized 
the Opportunity, and told me he should be very 
sorry indeed to see me persuaded into buying a

interview ended by his sending up one of 
his machines.

It does not take long to dismiss him, 
however, for I will not let him come inside the 
door, and, despite his assertion that his is the 
only perfect machine in the market today, I 
remain firmin the refusal to allow one to be 
sent here. He is finally forced to leave—con- 
quered but not convinced. 

The day being by this time pretty far spent, I 
fancied I should have a little rest from busi- 
ness calls. Sol sat down to rest a few mo- 
ments in order to calm my ruffled spirits. All 
at once a startling peal from the door-bell re- 
sounded through the house, and Bridget re- 
sponded.

Not deigning an an- 
swer, Bridget simply closes the door and locks 
it, informing me privately that she will break 
the head off that furriner, shure, if he 
comes again.”

tell each one to send for the machine as soon 
as convenient. I have decided since I have 
had time to think over tne matter that since I 
can’t buy all I will not buy any, but will here- 
after confine myself to ready-made garments 
and hand-sewing, and I believe on the whole I 
shall like it better. 


SETTLING ESTATES. 
PROVISIONS OF THE ILLINOIS LAW—THS UN- 
DERTAKER COMES FIRST. 

The statutes of Illinois seem to have been 
drawn with an especial effort to comfort the 
widow and fatherless by protecting them from 
the rapacity of persons who may set up claims 
against the estate bequeathed them. This is 
true tosuch an extent that where there is only 
a moderate-sized sum of money to be disposed 
of the widow is pretty certain to ac 
quire the whole amount; Claims against 
an estate are classified, and have 
preference according to number, there 
bemg seven grades. The judgment creditor is 
the man who prepares the corpse for its last 
resting-place, and hence it is easy tor one to 
smile and smile and be an undertaker still, for 
the funeral expenses come in first and are 
called “class one.“ These must be liquidated 
before any one, even the widow, is entitled to 
be heard, and it is this fortunate circumstance 
perhaps which makes the coffin-man so un- 
moved and serene in the presence of death. 
The bappy consciousness that no one can step 
in between him and his claim for Bervices robs 
the grim monster of its terrors to him. 

The second class is the widow's award, if 
there is a widow, or children’s if there are 
children and no widow. This award varies ac- 
cording to the size of the estate and the man- 
ner of living to which the family has been ac- 
customed. Ordinarily it runs from $1,200 to 
$2,000.. In the McCormick estate it reached 
$10,000, while in Lyman Blair's estate it was 
fixed at $5,015. If an estate is small, not ex- 
ceeding perbaps $2,000, the widow will likely 
be given the whole amount after the 
funeral expenses and costs of administration 
have been deducted, and other claimants will 
have to whistie for their money. The award 
is made up 60 as to consist of pictures, wear- 
ing apparcl, books, sewing-machine, n 
beds and bedding for the widow and family, 
other household furniture, one cow and calf 
for every four members of the family, two 
sheep for each person, one horse, saddle, and 
bridle, family provisions for one year, stock 
feed for six months, fuel for three months, 
and $100 worth ot other property to be selected 
by the widow. The chance are, however, 

these 


that there will be but few of 
articles belonging to the estate, and 
accordingly the widow may select other per- 
sonul property or money in place thereof. 
Three appraisers make up this award, and if 
they have a kindly leaning toward the bereft 
one they may be able, by possessing slightly 
elastic consciences, to make a report to the 
court that, after the undertaker’s and 
court’s fees have been paid, the assets 
will not exceed the widow’s award, and ac 
cordingly, if there is no real property 
in the estate, she is at once given a title to the 
residue and the estate is declared settled. 
Should there be real estate the court cannot 
make a final order for two years. The only 
resource for creditors in such cases is to 
attack the work of the appraisers, and if pos- 
sibie rhow that their desire to help the widow 
has led them to make a return slightly below 
the actual value of the property scheduled. 
But this is not often done, so the chances are 
decidedly in favor of the widow. 

The other classes of claims come in as fol- 
lows: Expenses attending the last illness, not 
including the physician’s bill. The doctor has 
come to be regarded as a patient, long-waiting 
individual, and besides, since he had failed to 
cure the deceased, it ought to be a 
question whether he should set up any 
claim for services rendered, Debts due the 
common school or township fund are then 
paid. Class 5 includes the court expenses for 
proving the will, taking out letters, and settle- 
ment, and the physician’s bill in the last ill- 
ness of the deceased. Ordinarily the court 
expenses do not exceed $25, but when there is 
a small army of creditors the expense begins 
to mount up rapidly, as costs attach to each 
separate claim, and no paper can be 
introduced of any description without a charge 
being made therefor. Usually an attorney is 
employed, and to this grade of olaims there is 
practically no limit, as the man of legal lore 
aiways has the faculty of adapting himself to 
circumstances, and feels that a fee of $500 is 
demanded in an estate worth half a million 
for performing the same work for whicb he 
would charge $5 if his client’s chances were 
only good for receiving a few thousand dollars. 

Sixth in grade comes the money lett in trust 
for any purpose, which the executors must pay 
out of funds not otherwise used up. The gen- 
eral creditor’ then come in as of ** class 7, but 
must file their claims within two years after 
the granting of letters or be barred; in fact, 
there isthe same proviso as to all classes of 
claims, 

It will thus be seen that there is every effort 
to protect those most nearly related to the de- 
ceased, Some estates, however, have not been 
so fortunate. Thecelebrated Kingsbury estate 
is an example, in which it was necessary for 
the court to adopt heroic measures in order to 
prevent the young heir to most valuable 
property from being completely deprived of his 
inheritance. In the Ricketson estate there are 
also pending claimsof a large amount which 
have been in litigation since 1869, which have 
been beard in all the courts, from the lowest to 
the highest, and are still unsettled. The costs 
in this estate have eaten up thousands of dol- 
lars, and apparently the end is no nearer than 
it was fifteen years ago.

How the Soldiers Voted for President 
in 1864, | 

Cu1caao, Sept. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
I see the question has been raised as to the ex- 
tent of the soldier Democratic vote during the 
War of the Rebellion. As there was but one 
Presidential election during the War, that of 
1864, this is undoubtedly the election referred 
to by the Dert.ocratie papers of today. 

Not all the States allowed the soldiers in the 
field to vote, at least Illinois, New Jersey, Del- 
aware, Missouri, and Indiana did not allow 
such votes to be counted in that election; while 
New York and Vermont permitted their sol- 
diers to vote, but required these votes to be 
sent home and counted in with the general 
vote of the State, so that their ballots were 
never separately counted. Furthermore, there 
were many young soldiers in the field, as in 
my own case, under 21 years of age, who were 
not allowed to vote, and a great many soldiers 
were home at that time on furlough, as the 
campaign was ended in many parts of the 
scene of military operations, and how these 
voted can only be inferred from the voting of 
their comrades remaining in camp. 

The following table gives the soldier vote in 
the ficid for twelve States for the Presidential 
election of Lincoln vs. McCleilan in November, 
1864:

The Theatre Orchestras. 

The need of a reformation in the quality of 
music which is furnished to the patrons of the 
various theatres for their entertainment is a 
subject which has been engaging the attention 
of managers in the East, and there seems to be 
a cause for tne extension of the consideration 
until it includes all the so-called first-class 
places of amusement in other parts of the 
country. The general theatre orchestra that 
thc patron of the drama is forced to hear is of 
avery poor order. In its organization every 
consideration seems to enter but that 
of its musical importance and the pos 
sibility of 
able to play in a skiliful and artistic manner 
which may give pleasure to the listeners: In 
former times the orchestral petformances at 
the theatres were regarded with a high esti- 
mate of their value and connection with true 
art. Many of the great composers from Bee- 
thoven to Mendelssohn wrote gvertures and 
melodramatic compositions for use during the 
progress of the celebrated plays of their time. 
The emotional characteristics of ua great trage- 
dy or a fine drama formed the foundation of 
the musical ideas of some grand overture the 
performance of which was intended to place the 
listener in the mood for the development and 
action ot the stage-story which he came 


to see and hear. The incidental music 
of the drama was made to harmonize

varied the opinions are about the condition of 
the local money market? I have, and the fact has 
led me to make some inquiry into the matter 
for my own information and perhaps benefit. 
You or almost anybody else would be con- 
strained to call upon a reputable real-estate 
broker if you wanted to get a fairly good idea 
of the condition of the money loan market, 
wouldn't you? Well, if you did, there is a 
chance that you would get a good idea of the 
situation, and then there is mother chance 
that you wouldn't. Not an hour ago I t a 
man who declared that money had never been 
tighter within the year. Returning to my 
office I found this letter, whivh 
I have just finished reading, written by the 
cashier of one of our prominent banks, want- 
ing to know if I can use $50,000 or more at 6 
percent. Now. the man I saw awhile ago said 
it was impossible for him to get money upon 
anything except the best of gilt-edged paper, 
and even then he was forced to pay 7 per cent 
tor it. The great trouble with many of my 
comrades (and perhaps many times with my- 
self) is, they are not always the best judges 
of what are gilt-edged securities. In fact, they 
frequently err on this point, but banks 
seldom do. Andif they ever did they are get- 
ting pretty well over it. The banks are sim- 
ply growing careful, which is certainly one of 
the things none of their depusitors will com- 
plain about. There is no such thing as a 
stringency in money matters at thistime. On 
the contrary, the banks have judiciously called 
in all those loans that were secured by No. 2 
paper, and have allowed nothing to re- 
main out that was not guaranteed by 
the very shiniest of gilt-edged paper. 
The result is easily seen. The banks have 
nothing but the most solid founaations to build 
on, and in case of disaster they will find them- 
selves of no worthless securities that 
will plunge them into the vortex where so 
many liberal banks close their careless careers. 

„Men who are acquainted with Chicago's 
banking business agree that never before was 
it able to present sucha formidable front 
against the approach of disaster from any 
quarter. The scare given them by fail- 
ures in the East a few months ago 
haa a salutary effect upon all. The careless 
ones, if there were any, were brought to a sud- 
den halt in their reckless loanings and the care- 
ful men were Induced to become more rigorous 
in their examination of securities, and you will 
find that when a man borrows money from a 
bank fn these days he does it on the very best 
of collateral or has unquestioned backers. But 
it’s all folly to say that the money market is 
stringent, unless by that is meant that 
capitalists and bankers are closer in 
their inquiry into the standing of the man who 
wishes to borrow eas well as of the securities 
proffered by him. Money may be close in this 
respect, but it is not dear, for it can be had by 
good men at from 5 & 6 per cent on long time.

THREE YBARS A COWBOY. 


The Romantic Career of a Pittsburger 
in the Southwest. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: A swarthy-complex- 
joned man, with gray hair and smooth face, 
and rather roughjy but comfortaply dressed 
in regulation styfe, attracted the attention 
of a Dispatch reporter yesterday afternoon, 
He was no other than Thomas, or “ Rus- 
ty,” Layton, a noted Pittsburger, who is 
well known to old residents, having been con- 
nected with the post-office and different news- 
papers before the War. Of a roving disposi- 
tion, during the last twenty-seven years Mr. 
Layton has visited almost every part of the civ- 
ilized world, and a great many parts which are 
not civilized. He has just returned from a 
three years’ sojourn in Mexico and portions of 
the West. After visiting his friends in this 
city and Johnstown he will return to Mexico. 
During a lengthy conversation the old traveler 
related some of his experiences in the land of 
the Aztecs. 

“Tam 61 years of age,” said Mr. Layton, 
“but in reality I feel as though I had lived 100. 
In 1881 I left this city, going first to Pueblo, 
Colo., and from there penetrated into the 
Gienna Mountains, in New Mexico, where I 
assisted ih setting up the first stamp mill ever 
erected in that region. Together with a num- 
ber of Mexicans I camped out there all of the 
winter of 1881-82, and it was there that I first 
saw Victorio, Chief of the Apaché Indians, 

“One day in January, when the snow was 
eighteen inches deep, an Indian, with his squaw. 
and child, applied at our tent for shelter, which 
was given them. They remained with us for a 
week. Atthe end of that time we were sur- 
prised to see 300 Apaché Indians come into our 
camp. The Indian who bad found sbelter with 
us came forward, welcomed the braves, and 
told us he was their Chief. In other words, we 
had been sheltering the great chief and warrior, 
Victorio, and did not know it. While we re- 
mained in the p, until late in the spring, 
the Indians we ery kind to us, and as game 
was very scarce the provisions they supplied 
to us were very acceptable. A short time 
after that, or in the summer of 1882. I 
went to work as a cowboy on the ranch of 
Doo Bilackington, forty-three miles from 
Socorro, also in New Mexico. Biackington was 
afterwards lynched for murder and cattle- 
stealing. He came from Maine and married a 
hali-breed Choctaw shuaw, whose sister was 
postmistress and telegraph operator at So- 
corro. In the lagter part- ot August Blacking- 
ton and two other rancheros started out on a 
cattle drive. Blackmgton and one of the cat- 
tlemen killed the third. Blackington then 
murdered his partner in crime and drove all 
the cattle to Arizona, where he soldthem. The 
murders were discovered, and one night early 
in September vigilantes surrounded the ranch 
to lynch him. His wife and ber sister stood 
guard over him with rifies, and expressed a de- 
termination to shoot down the first man who 
would lay hands on him, promismg. however, 
to surrender him to the Sheriff next morning, 
which they did. He was locked up in the jail 
at Socorro, but was taken out the same day, in 
company with the notorious Joe Fowler, who 
was indicted for the murder of twenty-three 
men in Socorro County, and the two were 
hanged to a cottonwood tree in the corner of 
the jail-yard, which was surrounded by an 
adobe wall. 

** Fearful, that I might also be arrested, as I 
had been an employé of Blackmgton's. I lett 
on the Cagheo trail for Mexico next day. It 
was dunday morning, and I walked with my 
baggage strapped on a burro, or Mexican don- 
key, and from that time until the Wednesday 
foliowing I never tasted water. The first night 
out I lost the trail,and, with the exception of 
a few minutes now and then to rest, traveled 
incessantly until Wednesday noon without 
finding the trail or a drop of water. It was the 
dry season of the year, and even the little 
streams in the cafions were dried up. We had 
just reached the entrance to the cafion and 1 
laid down to give up the fight for life, when the 
burro started off at full speed. I knew at once 
what it meant. The animal's instinct was 
better than mine, and he was going to where 
there was water. I followed up the caifion, 
and, after going about two miles, came to a 
little pool of water. In my condition I dared 
not trust myself to drink much, 80, procuring 
some tea from the supplies on the burro, which 
had stopped as soon as he the pool, I 
made some tea and drank a very little of it, 
and then rested. I remembered nothing more, 
and when my reason was restored, türee 
months later, I found myself in the hospital of 
the Sisters of Charity at Santa Fé. Two Mexi- 
cans, also in search of water, had found me a 
raving maniac near the pool of water in the 
cafion, and had kindly cared for me and took 
me to the hospital, negriy ninety miles away. 
After I recovered 1 went down imo Mexico, 
where, I will acknowledge, I leda pretty wild 
life. I was attacked with yellow-fever at Tam- 
pico, M in August, 1883, and here is my 
death which was published rather pre- 
maturely in a Johnstown newspaper. I was 
only sick nineteen days. The fever was raging 
there then, and there were 800 deaths in Tam- 
pico alone in nine days during the latter part 
of August. I saw some of the poor devils 
buried, and it was a horrible sight. The bodies 
were taken to the dead-house and placed ina 
large box. They were then carried to the 
burying-ground and buried four or five deep, 
without any religious rites, and in the same 
garments they bad worn during their illness.
